inſtant upon each other ; 2 true record, that their likigg 
hearts reioyced in the fight of gp other. But Sir Pays 
being come to the reſt of che Kflights, deparced with them 
and as they rid each one: towards his feyerall home, he BF | 
La-nova tooke an occaſion to light to mend their Saddles, 
the reſt. paſſing careleſly on, which they ſeeing, tooke the 
next turning, and fo were gotten- away before they were 
miſt,” and miſt before they were knowne, The Daxlphin 
thus deceived by him he meant to deceive, was much agrie- 
ved ; ſo were the Knights that they could not tell by whom 
they were vanquiſhed ; and fo was Viera, that ſhe knew not 
by whom ſhe was honoured, She thought and eyer looked 
that he ſhould haue diſcovercd himſelfe, that he might the 
betrer bee reſpected of her , and the world take Eeether 
knowledge of him and his merit; Burt the clouding of him- 
ſelfe, afſuredly aſſured her, that he, and none but he, was 
the man, that ſo ſweetly ( under her window ) ſang her 
praiſe - ; that to dolefully recorded' the paſſion of his tor- 
menting love ; and that to valiantly forc'd to flight her Fa- 
thers Guard ; His ſecret departure, argued ( ſhe thought ) 
ſo much ; and his unvaluable yalour ſhewed no lefle. Defre 
now, of ſhe knew not what, made her loue ſhe knew not 

whom : oft ſhe wiſht ſhe knew him ; till ſhe talkt of him, 

and' ever ſhee highly commended him ; but her wiſhes 
were' but” yaine thoughts'?, and her words bur as alluring

During this their diſcontentments, The Duke of Yan- 

doume ( now » pagers "ac being bxother to the _ 
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King of Frarce, a man fo powerfull in meanes, and. fo 
pular in State, that ncthing could make him.unha a 
the excefle of his _ : This Duke, I fay, bring 


the firſt Prince ofthe blood, was fo tranſported with tuch, 
an aſpiring pride, and unlimited defire ot Rule, tl.at he 
could not digeſt a imall expeRation. His defire of Sove- 
raighty caried him fo beyond the bounds of all retpeRts, 
that neyther Wiſedome could informe his minde, nor Ho- 
nour tway his ations. Nature nor Duty could preſcribe 
him any law,though he were a Subject, ſubje& ro the law. 
How to gaine the Crowne was all his care : His glorious 
conſideration thereof. madK continuall exammation of all 
hFthoughts, how he ſhould be poſleſt thereof. Ambition 
( the Nurle of diſloyall plots and prictiles ) fayd, The King 
muſtdye ; and Retolution (the pcrformer of all deeds) an- 
{wered, Hee ſhall dye. But how, or by whom, hee knew 
not. Young men ( he fayd ) are not ripe enough for ſuch an 

action, and Old men are too timorous for 1o great an enter- 
priſe. The raſhneſſe of the one, and the feare of the other, 
are theruine- of ſuch.buſinefle. To truſt others then, is to 

deceive my ſelfe ; For hope of reward ( for the preſe:yation 

ofa Kivg ) will, I feare, betray my truſt ; And then I muſt 
conclude, that though a defire toſteale, mzke not aThicte ; 

yet my intent tor treaſon, will make me a Traytor ; | and in 


| the puniſhment thereof, I ſhall finde no diſtinction of per= 


ſons. What reſteth then but force and Armes ? my ſwotd 
mult plead for poſſeſſion, Rome could not refift Ceſar, when 
he came to the.,gates, in the ſtrength of his forces, I will 
therefore firſt fortifie my felfe with potent friends, difiem- 
blefor the time, my intcnt, and- take: counſell. of three forts 
of men : ofthe Lawyer, that ſpeakes not as he thinkes ; of 
the Phyſtian, that doth not as he fayes ; and ofthe Divine, 
which oftentimes teacheth better then himſelfe leades, and 
8lwaycs better; rhen, the peaple folow. Tknow. the+Ieaſt 
winde ofthe peoples fayour will fill my fayles full ; Their 
eyes are fixt upon my greatnefſe, and they obſerve mee al- 
ready for my intereſt ; The King hath no iſſue, and they 
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fore of leſſe regard; his time is but ſhort, and Reſpe& one- 
ly waytes on poſterity , that promiſcth continuance of 
raigne. No ſooner (ayes ſome) is a Collaterall heire known, 
bur the Kings Teſtament is made ; why then ſhould he live 
to command me, that am borne to rule ? He nay live to bu- 
rie me, where then 1s my Crowne? I muſt and will raigne. 
Vpon theſe moyeable ſands ( like a fooliſh Merchant, that 
adyentures all his ſubſtance in a broken veſlell ) did this 
fond Duke build both his refolyc, and his hope ; And to 
give ſucceſle to his truſt, he ſent pretently to the Dau!phin 
of Vieunois ( whole principality was in mannerequall with 
Kingly Royalty ) rorequire his daughter, the faire View, 
in marriage for his lonne. The haughty Dawlphins mainde, 
did well fimpathize the Dukes nature ; both their prides, 
and deſires, were reciprocall : onely the Dauphin was more 
reſerved, and eyer better adviited ; but this motion did fo 
attatch . him with yoy, to thinke that his daughter ſhould in 
time be a Queene, that he covetouſly embrac'd the Dukes 
requeſt , 2nd wiſhed.that Commiſſioners on either kde , 
might be- nominated, and appointed, to conferre and con- 
clude thereof. | 

This content ofthe Daxlphin did ſo cleyate and animate 
the Duke, that hee thought himſelfe already an inveſted 
King. The wa; Pa ol Daxlpheny to his Dukedome, 
-yould (he knew) make him undoubtedly, redoubred great; 
and the uniting of both their powers with their adheres, 
would well enable him to affrontthe King, who now was 
firter for a Cloyſter ( as hee thought ) then for a Crowne, 
Thus we fee. that where men hath leaſt realon, there they 
are apteſt to beleeye any thing, that bur flatters their deſires. 
Men that fall into Treachery or miſery , not knowne nor 
fore-ſcene, arc worthy of ſome compaſſion ; . butthey that 
wilfuly ruane into rebellion, or calamity, deferve no pitty, 
but ſhame and death, In aſl our attempts, juſtice, and dil- 
cretion, ſhould be the plotters ; and Honour, and Modera- 
tio , the Actors. © A violent humour oyerthrowes the 
Maſter, Kings we know are made onely by God, either in 


Juſticets execute his wrath upon 2 finfull Nation ; or in 
mercy, as well to preſerve and {cr foorth his worfhip- and 
Slory, as to maintaine his people: in righteoutnes and peace. 
For neither Royall buth , ſucc:fſion ,. eleRion, uſurpation, 
conqueſt, nor right, can fo eſtabliſh, or perperua tea Roy- 
alry ; but that God when he pleaſerh, can, and will tranſlate 
it to others. Bur now the diſloyall and de-cittull Duke { bc- 
ing as farre from procraſtination, as the Daulphin was gree- 
dic of diſpatch ) tent his Commiſſioners for the recapicula- 
tion, and perfeRing of ſuch Articles, as ſhould be propoted 
on Cither ſide, In briete, they agreed on all points, and 
aſſigned a day for the young Prince of YVandowme to come to 
the Dau/phins Court, This being divulged and made knowne 
to Sir Pays, did fo excuriate all his thoughts ,” and 6 en- 
flame his perplexed heart, that hee was ready to expole 
himſelte to all dangers and hazards, Inthis diftration, La- 
»9va found him, and knowing the cauſe of his diſtemper 
(for 'Rumoyr had pofleſt- all men; with it ) hee grie- 
vitig, thus fadfy ſaid unto him. Let -patience my Paris cons 
du&-thee out of this ſtormy ' Sea into/a- more quiet Port, 
Fortune ſhould have no power over fortitude. and courage 
W hat thou neyer hadft, that thou doſt not looſe, Thy ina- 
bility, and imparity. could never promiſe thee any hope ; 
and thy long nouriſhed difpaire ſhall now finde a period, 
that inthe end, would have brought thee to- thy end. Ler 
neceſſity then maketh:enow ſufter conſtantly ; and cuſtome 
will make thy ſufferance eafie. Sir Pars who did heare, but 
hot hearken to what his friend had fo diſcreetly delivered, 
regarded him no more then a'greedy Lawyer doth his im- 
poveriſhed Clyent, but fill deepely excogitating how hee 
might-intercept , or pervert the intended match, at length 
he all ighing faid : This Gordiat knot muft be cut a ſunder, 
though T-want an Alexanders ſword. Tuduſtry, and Policie; 
oft effets unlikely things;and we ſhould not judge that 
which is poſſible, nor that which feemes vnpoſſible : as it 
15 Credible , or incredible to our capacities. The eternall 


wiledome hath ( T'know ) a reſeryed power, and a fecret-in- 
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rention , to- bring things to paſſe , which the - wiſedome of 


nan canfhot conceive, nor fee, till irhappen, and be done. 
W hat- though Fandoume be mighty? A ſmall Rocke may 
reinate a great Ship. I will not to looſe Views, but where 
I want force to play the Lyon, there will I aſſay to gaine b 
fraud, La-n2va tc faid welcome, thou comeſt in a uſefull 
time, thou muſt ſecretly fir me with a gray beard, a yayre 
of Beades, a Fryers Gowpe, an1 Hood. I muſt turne Fryet, 
and Prophet all at once, . It muſt be {o, the plor is layd; and 
we muſt be AQors both in the play. 
La-nova, knowing that his undaunted courage could ne- 
ver brooke a Corrivall, though he were never to great, did 
nwch feare that he intended: tome ratagem;” ahd therefbre 
hetold him , that unleffe he might kriow his ptrpote; he 
would make no ſuch provifion. Why ſaid Sir Pars, my 
thoughts dwell inithy breaſt, and 'inthy.heart, doth my loye 
( nextto Yrenna ) live, How thencanſt thou be a ſtranger 
to my purpoſes , that art the Treaſuer of my'fecrers? Thou 
knowelt * La-novahow jealous the Dow!phin 1s of his tafety ; 
His rigorous '( I might fay cruelt) Natare hath tauvht him 
to feare many, whom many doth-(t.ll feare. Thon knoweſt 
alto that Kings are ever ſuſpitious of their Succefſours : Ex- 
perience makes them to feare , feaft they ſhould looſe that 
which they, and miriy'others ſceke, with' greateſt dangers 
to obraitie; My project is, to makethe King and the Day/- 
phiz my inftruments to breake the marriage ; give me Pen, 
Inke, and Paper, .and thou ſhalt fee what a fearefull fire, I 
will kindle, to burne up- all their matrimoniall hopes and 
agreements,” Bur to give more life hereunto , thou 'mult 
play thy port. Thy Vnkle is Steward to the Duke of FVan- 
doume, and thou thy felfe art gracious in his preſence. To 
him muſt thou poſt, in ſhew of loveto ſec him, and in all 
duty to tefider thy ſervice ; And when opportunity ſhall fir 
thy purpoſe, thou muſt take octafion, to wonder, that ſo 
great 2 Prince: hath his. Armoury fo'ifl, Rored, and by way 
of perſwafion, thou mult tcll* him, that no manstizle is ſo 
right and juft,” but that it may finde worke upon their beſt 
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advantages , and therefore ir is a provident-policie for his 


Highnetie to- be preſently furmiſhed for all _comingents, 
"Thus La-ne2a, will to feed, and ſway his ambition, that hee 


will make over-haſty and unadyiled proviſion. The know- 
ledge whereof, will to prepare and fortifie the Kings jea- 
Joukie, that it will crowne my deyice' with belicfe and tuc- 
.ceſſe, La-nova gladto ſec him io well refolyed, promiled 
his beſt endeayours , and in-the performance thereof had 
-his wiſhed ſucceſie. But bcfare he went, he brought Pen, 
Inke , and Paper, whereupon Paris ( more Prophetically 
then he thought) writ as followeth.

{ more for applauſe, then to doe guod ) received himlelfe (as 
he wentto heare Maſſc ) aH the Sutors Pctitians ; and in the 
afternoone viewed., and conſidered of them. Vpon this. 
day, Paris h aving lapt vp his fraudulent Libell , like a 
plaine Petition, went: to the Court well furniſhed for the 
purpoſe, where he did ſo well perionate a holy Fryer, that 
Linxes eyes could not diſcover hun, There did he voſu- 
ſpeed .dchiver it, and returned without perſeverance. 
Aſterwards the Daz/phin upon the peruſing ot them, found 


.and read (amongſt the reſt) Pars his threatning and fuffoca- 


ting Prophefie, which did fo poyſon and ſwell- him with 
fuſpitious thoughts, and moſt fearetull ſurmiſes, that in his 
irefull indignation, he cryed our with the King of Afoab, 
How ſhall we avoid the deepe difſembling of Ehad?

your of Pcinccs, andin tendernefſe of our fatetics,  O moſt 
treacherous and perfideous Duke, that in the bonds: of At- 
- liance, wonldſt cur off the {mall remainder of our dayes ;. to 
work thy turther bloody ends, 

My daughter ſhall nor to be Queene by our death; Ner 
ſhall our Subjects be lo flaine in his unnatural andreb:lli- 
ous Warre, I will not ſufter the true Vine to be fo ditplan- 
ted, nor ſhall my conniyerce traduce me tor his impunity. 
| For though wilcdorue permirs nor, that. I dete& him open- 
ly, for fearc of making him my. unplacable. enemy;yer will 
we ſend. a private, and an unknowne Meſſenger fecretly to 
his King, who ſhall ( upon his Royall. word. for the con- 
cealement of our intelligence } diſcover, and lay open, Yar- 
doumes moſt impious and pernitious intended Treaſon ; and

ſtead of a kinde brother ; and wee ſhould be treed from an 
incompatible Traytor, in liea of a loyall Subject. Godthar 
potectcth Kings, hath now -made thy implicite Treafon 
tranſparent. Thy proclivity to rule ; thy thrriting atfcer po- 
pularity ; thy ſubnill taxing of out Government : thy need- 
lefle proviſion for Armes in 2 well fetled Peace : andthy 
diſourted defire ro match with the Daz{phin, is not un- 
knowneto us ; And thou that in pride, couldft not brooke 
a Superiour , art now by divine Juſtice , brought beneath 
the forrunc of thy equals. Ir is now in our power ts hum- 
ble thee, but not to make thee kumble ; Such is thy atpiring 
Ambition , that nothing but a Crowre can limit thy un- 
bounded defires.

But neither, faid 
Tzapbella, did neede any wine, We called, ſaid Yew, for

For there had lately faine out inthe 
French Court a great contention , berwixt the native Ba- 
rons , and ſome. ſeyerall noble Forraigners, that then for 
their pleaſures, followed that Court ia honour of the King, 
"The controverſie-was , whether was moſt fairer or the more 
yertuous of theſe three Ladies ; Yalemtia the great Duke 
of Burbons Daughter ; Vienna, the Daulphins tole heyre of 
Viennoss ; or the Lady Margaret, fiſter to the King of -Exg- 
land.

ne place-: Yet fearing the habe il won_ck ma- 
ny patticulars 'welkenſue thereat '; -ourof his deepe infight, 
he patdoned their great over-fights,” and calling them all 
before him ( atter ome few .reprehending . words. ) hee 
thus with a milde majeſty, brietely and witely appcaled 
them all. food | | 
Fuſt, ke commanded that aſolemne and royall Jufſts ( in 
hohour ofthe three Ladies ) ſhould be proclaimed chrough- 
out all his Kingdome to be holden-in Paris, at Pemtecoſt tol- 
towing, tree for all commers, and that ſhe whoſe Knight 
honour her, with the honour of the day, ſhould bee 
ever had, and held, for the faireſt of the three ; and'that his 
Quecne ſhould -crowne her with a Crowne of white Lit- 
lyes, beſet with precious ones, as Sovyeraigne Queene of 
moſt perfe& beauty : This milde and plealing ſhower, fo 
kindly diftilling from the King, fo well allayed their tormy 
furies, that calming theyr over-enraged wills, in the ſhame 
of their amiſle © ; they humbly on bowed knees, craved par- 
donfor their oftences, and thanked the King for the grace 
and honour that- he did them: Then ſent the King his Am- 
baffadour to acquaint the Exgl;ſhKing, and ſpecially Meſſen- 
cers tothe Dawdphoncy, and Duke -;  entreating the King, and 
willing both the other to honour Him, and his Court, with 
ther perſons, hisfiſter, and 'theyr tro daughters at the aſ- 
figned day, andthat each of them would be pleaſed, to'pre- 
are, and bring ſome beſecming prize of yalue, befitting 
2wh-rkemfelves, the cauſe, and the worth of the Vitor. 
All which they promiſed inthe word of a Prince; holding 
themtelyes no [ile honoured mfo honorable a contention. 
Before the day ( the day drawing neere ) there came fo ma- | 
ny noble and well appointed Knights, that the French Kings 
Court ſeemed an  Alexanders Campe. - Great was theyr 
Feafting, and full: Royall was all theyr enrert2inements. But 
the: dry. of tryall being come, 'Amrora no ſooner ſhewed 
her mornings bluſh,” but- that the French *King aſhamed of 
his fuggſbneſſe, roſe, and rid to fee the three high Artifi-

ciall Mounts, whieh hee had cauſed to be erected, and made 
for the three Ladies to fit on ; who no ſooner were come 
and placed , but that the Duke of Burbon came marching in, 
with a rich Garland made all of orient Pearle , hanging cn a 
blew Banner, with his coate of Armes on the other fide 
and placed it on the Mount belonging to Yalentia , on her 
left hde. 

Then followed the Daz/phin of Viemois with a rich 
Colle of Efles, belet all over with Rubies, hanging on a 
white Banner, with his Armes diſplayed on the other fide, 
and placed it on YViewa's Mount, on the right hand of his 
Daughter. Then came Exgl ands royall King, with an impe- 
riall Crowne of burniſht gold, fer with Indian Di:monds 
and blew Saphirs, ſupported betwixt two regall Lyong, 
hanging on a red Bnner, and plac'd it on the middle Mount 
before his Siſter the Laly Margaret : Inthe face of each 
{everall Mount ( tome foure degrees under the Ladies ) fare 
each ſevrrall Ladies Father, in a ſirange devited Seate, fo 
curiouſly made, and fo gloriouſly deckt, that each one ſee- 
med ts bz Apo/lo fitting in the Chariot of the Sunne. The 
Knights ( whoſe rare Deviſes dilcoyered theyr ſecret and 
ſeverall fancies ) as they were afteted ; to they betooke 
themſelves: to the Mount, whoſe honour they were to main- 
taine. The French King fitting in his rich Pavillion pow- 
dered with Flowe:-deluces, oppoſite to the Mounts, cauſed 
Proclamation to be made on paine of death, that none but 
the Kniehts Encounterers ſhould (ty, or enter into the 
Liſtes, and that no Knight unhor{ed ſhoul1 Juſt againe, nor 
any make offer of Combate : This being done, the King of 
Armes ſtood up, and after a third found, bade them goe 
too, and doe theyr belt deyoyres like valiant Knights : And 
no footer had he ended his words, but that there came 
from Yalentias Mount a Knight well mounted on a ſpeedy 
Bay, his Armour, Bales, and all other his Furniture Azure, 

full of fiery flames, and on his ſhield he bare a Phornix, en- 

cloſed within a bright ſhining Sunne, and under it, a hand 

reaching towards -it, with this under-writteh Motto, O #ti- 
| D cd nam : 
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n.:m : Towards hum came from the 'Lady Margarers Mount, 
a crcene Knight, full of cyes and bleeding Hearts, moun- 
tcd on a fierce Blacke, bearing on his Shield an Armed 
Knight proftrated under a Ladies mercy , his Launce lying 
unbroken by him , with his Motto , All-ready conquered : 
Ti eterwo Knights encountred with each other fo turjouſly 
and forceably , that their Stayes ſhiyered in the ayre , and 
witneſſed their courages in their fall, but in the counter- 
bufte, the knight of the Pharnix was borne to the ground, 
lo that the greene Knight rode on, overthrowing twenty 
other Knights that came from both the other Mounts ; 


' the laſt of when, bare in the Shield the Picture of Vienna 


molt richly pourtrated with a vayle of lawne all oyer her, 
and from the dexter part of the Shield there-was a Hand 
and an Arme comming forth of a Cloud ; holding a faire 
Labell, whereon was written , Such as one, as ſuch is none. 
Great was now the glory of the Lady Margaret, and all 
maleccntented fate the other two Ladies, eſpecially Viera, 
who row ſceing her ſhadowed lelfe lyibg in the duft, miſt, 
and witht tor her White and unknowne Knight; And as 
her wandering eye romed up and downe , fill lookirg 
whether ſhce could efpie him, ſhee fuddainly both heard 


and {aw a well proportioned Black Knight, rudely niſhins 


from her Moutt , who 1o fiercely taluted the Grecne 
Knight , that hee niade him pay tribute tor his former ho- 


- Nour , 1n tne overthrow of his fortune : Threeſcore other 


aſſayling Kaights keeditmounted before Viexwna , who now 
joying, wondred, and wondering. prayed that he might be 
her defired knight, that wonne her Chriſtall Shield and 
Chaplet at her Fathers Court ; and well hee prayed, that 
had ſo well her prayer, for x was Sir Pars indeed. who 
knowirg that Emulation hath many eyes, and that Obſer- 
yation might eaſily diicover hum, fearing to be knowne by 
his white Armour, had thus fadly arm'd himiclfe ſutable to 
his fable fortune; and therefore he bare nothing in his 
Shield bur Blackneſſe, for his Deviſe was fill ro be with- 
out Dcyitc, only his fad Armour was coyered all over with 
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mourning Clouds, Many Kaights thre were overchrowne 
La-nova, but more then-many did Sir Pars toyle, For 
then, afeyer ; and tteyer, then : did he ſhew the yertue of 
his valour, in the fixength of his courage. Now grew the 
hucly»burly great, and many, and great were the encoun- 
ters made on e2Ch {ida, In fo much, that there reſted but 
vnoyerthrowne , one Yalemia on the Lady Marga- 
rets part, ON ether ſide three ; and all onely on YViennas, but 
one. ; which was he blacke clouded Knight, w::o now was 
deem'd hardly beſtead, both in regard of his former tra- 
yailes, and the preſzut advantage ot the fixc freſh aflailants, 
who bear all theyr forces firlt againſt him; Yalextias hope 
was now a lule tevived, andthe Lady Margarers proud ex- 
pectation fully anſwered FValentias hope, Onely doubtfull 
Vieana, neece dyed for feare, leaſt that her beauty ſhould 
now be eclipled in the loffe of her gotten fame, and that 
ker fame ſhould be buried 1n the dying renowne of her beſt 
eſtecmed beaury. For as fhe wondred hee had {o long re- 
fiſted, io ſhee held ic unpoſſivle hee ſhould longer refiſt. 
But Sir Parss ( onely weary, in that there were no more to 
be wearied by him) caſting his cye ( che meſlenger of his 
heart ) on Viema, and fecing the ſhining lights of hertran- 
ſparent beauty , over-ſhadowed with forrow and dilmay. 
Dcfire fo blew te fire of his new conceived rage, that like 
an unmcrcifull, and hunger-ſtarved Lyon, ( that runnes ra- 
ging for his prey ) ſo he violcntly cunne amongft them, that 
with one ftaffe be oyerthrew the firſt three l.c mer, and rur- - 
ning his Hortc, before View could turne her ditpaire, he 
charg'd the fourth to forceably, that hee tent both Horſe 
and Man to the ground : Artthefight whercot, tee people 
gave {uch 2pplaudrng ſhoutes, that Viera litting up her 
{ad eye ( as waking from a carefull flumber ) ſhe taw her 
Knight returning: in the glory of theyr oyerthrowes, $9 
that hoping now for betrer hap, 2 better hap did befall her 
then ſhe did, or could expe&t. For no ſooner made hee his 
1z& returne , but hee retucncd againe from overturning of 
the other two. Who triumphed then but Yiema 2 Who 
OEanu | no 
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now more tad then Yalenria, or who more grieved then the 
Lady Aargaret? the Juſt thus ended, the French Queene 
came With a troope of attcading Ladyes, carying before her 
the Crowne of Aruficall Lillies, richly Roped, and ferring 
it on Viennas head, ſhee Crowned her for fole, and Soye- 
raigne Queene, of abſolute, and marchleſle beauty. 

Then came the King, andtooke Sir Pars by the hand, 
ard lead him ( ail the other Knights and Barrons follow- 
ing them ) wit i tryumphng honour, and found of Trum- 
pets, to the three Mounts, where with his owne hand hee 
gave him the three Banners, with the three prizes on them, 
which Sir Pars reverently taking, re-delivered oyer to his 
friend L4-x-24, ſecretly to convay them away, while hee 
ſtayed tle ending of all other the Ceremonies, All which 
being accompliſhed : The King, the Dax!phin, and Vienza 
( r@dring Sir Pars thankes for his worthy and affectionate 
endeayours, ard moſt renowned and fortunate atchievc- 
ments ({ requeſted }im, in the name of Yz«.»a, to diſcover 
himiclie, and tell unto whom they were all io much boun- 
den. Burt Sur Pars humbling himlclfe in all duty, made re- 
verent ſhew of his unwillingnefle therein ; whichti e King 
notirg, would not furtker importune him, nor could the 
Daxlphin in any witc over-tieat him, nor duiſt Fiewns ove:- 
much preſſe }im : Sothathe kiſſing her hand, held it long 
and after drawing his ſword, fayd it at her fete, and raking 
it yp againe kiſt it hikewite ; and then holding it up, ſeemed 
to threaten the world in her behalſe, which added this 
Aiticle to Viewas belcife , that he undoub:edly was her 
white Knigtt, and the ſame, and non but the fame, thar 


*firſt lo melodicuſly fang under her Chamber window ; and 


therefore ker defires having now no end, ſhee eyer after 


Tis CE to the reft of the Knights, reti- 
red with them, tt 
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with whom (of purpoſe to prevent allturmiſes} hee had a 
Itle before familiarized hinielfe, and no fooner had hee 
eſpyed him, but that hee haſted to greet him, and (ill kepr 
in his company, as if ' St, Marke had robb'd god Mars of a 


 Marrialiſt, Such was his holy ſheiy of deyour Religion, as 


that he mace all men admire him, and his father to be in- 
wardly grieyed at him, | 

But YVierms, who now had greater eaule to loye kim, then 
meanes to kno\v him, wondring at his yalour, not to be ya- 
lued ; and yaluing his vertues, by clouding the glory and 
yalue ofhis prowis, held nov his loye an honour to ker af- 
teion, and yowed her afteQtion a guerdon for his Joys. Bit 
when ſhe heard of his tecret departure, and that no one 
knew what he was, from whence he came ; nor to what 

lace he had ret red himfelfe ; Then impatient defire made 
her che child ofpaiſin, and feare to looſe that ſhe never had, 
made her fecle what before, ſhe neither knew, nor feared. 
And io much the more the held her {clfe miſerable, in that 
ſhe knew not fer wkom ſhe was fo miſerable, nor how to 
ſecke 2n <nd, to end her miſery, 

AS Viem:s. fad conceit , thus overſhaded the glory of 
her beautifull Conqueſt, ſo was Sir ſeqzes flattering hope 
made blacke with foule difparre ; For miffing his Hnne Sir 
Paris out of two ſo Royall and honorable Afſ:mblies, where 
renowne eternized each deſerving Knight, with never dy- 
ing fame. znd- {ceing him (ll affociating the Biſhop ; hee 
feared leaſt his bultinelle of over-ſ{uperfticious Leal: , had 
abandoned 21! defire and regard of Knighcly Chivalry. ' And 
therefore hor in his repining Cconceit , hee haſtened to find 
La-1n5v.:, unto whom in griefe, he maniteſted the cauſe of 
his griefe ; Requeſting and conj:ring him dy the facrcd 
lawes; and name of friendſhip, and by the honour he owed 
ro Armies, to perfivade his fonne to a more befitting relpe&t 
of his unregarded honour, La-»eva hearing Sir Jaques wor- 
thy complaint, and ſeting his froſted beard all bedewed 
with the teares of his- ſorrow, pittyed his lament, bur durſt 
tot diſcloſe the miſtery of the truth ; but commending his 
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honourable care, hee comforted him with promiſe of afſu- 
red and preſcar remedy, and fo left him. better ſatisfied, 
then truely certified, And no looner where they parted, but 
La-novas rted, to impart to Sir Pars, what his noblc 
Father had to torrowfully faid co him : which lo mooved 
his feeling conſideration 1n a Sonnes regard, that partly to 
farsfie his Father from living to fuppoledly idle, and partly 
to forget { if fo he could. forget ) therormenting thoughts, 
that ſtill croublcd his eathralled minde. 

He determined to goe ({ oncly with La-1o>4 )tothe warrs 
of Florence. And Craving, he obtained, willing leave of his 
glad Father ; but betare his departure, hee callcd his Mother 
a (1de, and dcliycring her the key of his Chamber, and Ora- 
tory, wherein were placed all his purchaft Prizes, weltco- 
yered over with Hangings of sky-coloured lilke, embroy- 
dered with ftarres of gold, and ſhaded all over with blacke 
Cipres, that the dimmeſt. eye might perceive the glory of 
the heavens, through | the blackneſle of the cloud. Her 
he deyoutly requeticd, and humbly conjurgd { as ſhe-tende, 
red his contentment, and following weltare:) not to luffer 


- aty ta enter therein, nor ſo-much as. looke theceimher klte. 


This was his requeſt,* and this did ſhe protcft religiouſly to 
pertorms : This done, hee craved and rcccived their bicl- 
lang, ard to {et forwards towards Florence, where inbriefe, 
he atchieved fo great honour inthe Dukes W ares, as the 
bruit of his ſpreading tame , both famel, 2ndanworthied 
himin rhe Dax/prims Court, which much joyed the Dawl- 
phin,and more rejoyced Sir Jaques, 

Views a alt this. while grew morc peafive, and paſſionate 
then before, and-flill { as Pharaoh longed to know. his 
dreame.) to defired ſhee to know, and fee him whom the lo- 
ved. more then her elite. Her veftall vertue was mow no 
Dians:-yroofe . ro withſtand Yexws force; nor could her 
chaſt concen, dilpence with - aftectious thoughts. But the 
more ſhee ſougit to quench dcfire, . the more ſhee burnt her- 
ſelfe within her owne fire. Many Princes became Petitio- 
ners and Priloners to her beauty , and-greateſt Barons-d1d 
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homage to her vertues ; But AHeyther Prince ior Baron 
<could tind favour in Beauty, nor loye in vertue, So ſfrrange-. 
ly, was her ſtrange affcQion, eftrangedto all but to him that 
was ſo meere 2 ſtranger to her ſo firange-a paſſion, To him, 
abd for him, had ſhce contecrated, and reſeryed her devoted 
heart ; and to him, and none but him, would ſhee yeeld the 
conqueft of her Maydens minde. And al:hough diſturbed 
reaton affoorded her no. hope, nor poſſiaitity of finding or 
enjoying him. ; Yerdidthe gracious aipet of her fayoura- 
ble ftarres, yee)d her this mcanes to know him, Fer Sir 
Jagoes being grcatly yilited with fickneffe, was ſo gene- 
rally bewayled of ail, and to particularly bemoancd ofthe 
Dauphin ( in regard: of his thrice noble tervice inthe wars, 
and his wiſe directions im Countell ) that he ſent the Daxl- 
| phinss his Lady to vitite um ; whotaking Viemna and Jza- 
bella with her went attended with foure other Ladies, to 
ſee, and comfort his cntecbled eſtate, Bur finding him pre- 
tily amended ( after lome faſhionable, and cheerctull chat : ) 
The Dauphin ( led thereto, I know not by what defteny ) 
was deiirous to fee hew well the houſe was contrived, how 
beaunified, and how furniſhed 5 which the good old Lady 
in all humblenefle yeelded unto, conducting them into eve- 
ry place, unull they returning, came againe by Sir Pars his 
Chamber doore, which tis Mother both going, and com- 
ning backe, purpolely paſt by, But being demanded of the 
Das/phinis what Chamber, or Place that was ; ſhe durſt not 
bur cell, and telling, would have paſt away, which the Daw/- 
phinzs nonng, merrily fayd ; Nay Madame, I will not leave 
vie Chamber of fo werthy a Knight uniſtene, The good 
old Lady not knowing how to avoyd this counterbufte, 
fearetully with a trembling hand, opened the doore, where- 
in they were no ſooner entred, but that they ſaw all man- 
ner of Armours, and befitting furnitures for approoved 
good K nights, which made them commend the owner no 
little ; andto hold him farre worthier of a better Armoury. 
As thus they viewed his feverall Armours ; Viexna happily 
xt her eyc on a white Armour not fazre unlike unto ne 
4 " 2 hich 
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which Sir Paris had on him, when firſt he w on her Chap- 
let, and Chriſtall Shield. The fhigtt wherent, made Hope 
( the Harbinger of happineſle ) to -breath in her this plea- 
ling comfort ; that as that Armour was none bur the ſame : 
So Sir Paris ( that renowned owner ) mult ot necelſicy bee 
rhar ſecret Knight, that not daring to be knowne to loye 
her, was (by her tacred yowes ) to bec beloved of her. 
Thus Hope preſutncd the beft, and invited joy to gratulate 
her good tucceſie, But doubt (curbing raſhnefle xwith deli- 
beration ) pertwaded her to further eryaſl. For as her hope 
was ready to embrace the firſt ſhew of comfort, to was 
her defire moſt greedy of more perfect afluranice, And the 
berter to effet, what ſhe affeted, ſhe fayncd ( and fayne 
ſne was to fayne ) her ſelfe ſuddenly licke, and after ſome 
thew of tome extremity, ſhe defired her Mother ( the bct- 
ter to make better ſearch } to leaue her alone, all only with 
Iz1bell a, to reſt her for a time on the bed, which they hold- 
ing convenient, conlented to it. And no ſooner were they 
gone, but that Viexns bolting the doore, began to make 2a 
wary ſearch. At laſt, atthe end ofthe Chamber ſhe found 


a privie pertition, fo well ſhadowed with rhe Hangings of 


the Chamber , that hardly could any perceive the ſame ; 
within, and behind this, was the place wherein Sir Paris 
ily, ſacrificed his prayers ynto his God, wherein they 
were no ſooner entred, but that withdrawing a glorious 
cloudipg Curtaine, they ditcovered the three famous rick 
Prizes of-Sir Paris yiRerious prowis, ſtately ereAcd vpon 
the wall. and bclow them hanged the Chriftall Shicld, and 
g-Iden Chapler, he firſt wonne at her Fathers Court, Op- 
poſits to which, on the other fide, Rood his white and 
bl: cxe clouded Armours, to fully, and lively fer vp, as they 


ſeemed.as ready to' Cetend the place, as their Maſter was 


willing to maintaine her beauty. Long looked Viera on 
eucry feverall Prize, but longer looked ſhee oh both the 
Armours ;” now bluſhing and fighing ; then ſmiling and

W ih that ſhe began to recount the ſhinmg Glcry of his 
ſpreading renowne, the fulf perieFtion of his many approo- 
ved and admired yertues ; the commendable. regard of his 
ſecret and impritoned fore, with the dangerous and hone- 
rable approbation ofthe lame ; and howſhe was bound in 
honor to honor and leve him. that had aboye the pride of 


. all honour, ſo honorred ber. Then, then began ſhee to be

Arc lervile choughts betceming companions for 
your noble mind ? or ignoble Subjects fic objeds for Prin- 
ces eyes ? If Viemna be lo predominate over you, that Diane 
is quite forgotten of you ; yet let me call you before the 
judgement of your owne ver.ue, and thea tell me whether 
the unworthy worthinefſe of his Degree, equalize the 
great greatteſſe of your Dignity ? Admit his delerts bee 
many, and promiſe much , yet are his poſſibilities of' ad- 
yancement, no poſſeſſions of enrichment ; nor are his noble 
deeds the deeds of a Noble man. Will you then loſe an 
bonour tor: an humour ? Nay, rather performe a Regall office 
in 2 Prince-like nature ; that being a Princeſle in your (elfe, 
become alſo Princc-like in your deeds. What will your 
Father ſay , nay all France, ray all the world ? whea they 
ſhall heare that Free, late ſcorning the Royall love of 
oreateſt Princes, is now ſubjected to the will of a meane 
Knight : Farre be it frcm my Lady to to doe, farre from any 
to thinke o, and farre from [zabe/laeverto lee it (o: 

Viewns ( whole fetled afteRtion ) held her perſwaſive 
inverſions odiovs, and whole refulyed determination, 
thought her- reprehenfion loathſome, with ulſuall eyes, 
arguing her diſcontent , fhee all argry, thus ſharply replycd ; 
Were ] (unkind, ungratetull. and unjuſt /zabella) as farre 
from affeRion , as thou arr from reaſon and pitty ; Yet 
would not the common care that Ladies of eſteeme ought 
to havetoward Knights of good regard , ſuffer mee to heare 
due deferts fo difgrac'd by gjhyurious tongues , nor true re- 
nowne fo reproacht by co _ mouthes. Then Know 
( and knowing grieve, that fo thou knozyeſt) that thy un- 
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ſeaſonable words hath wounded my defire, and my defire 


abandors thee inthy words : Thinkeſt thou that defire 
dreames ohce on Dignities? or that Crpid cares for 
Crow nes, that never ſaw Gold : Secſt not thou thele Tro- 
phiez ciccted in his honor, and his honour ſhining in theſe 
Tropics ? If I bee great, his great deeds anfwers my great 
eftate, and my eftate ſhall be made greater by his grear 
deeds : Fonz it ever any Knight merited renown Gr reno\y- 
ned Chivalry, it is my Paris, or if ever Knight followed 
his Lady with true love, loved ber with honour, or honoured 
ter with regard and remarkable feryices, it is my Parss - 
Then if ever well-delerving Knight tryumphed in the faith- 
full love of his Lady, itſhall bce my Paris - For here J 
ſweare by the e:ernall juſtice of the Higheſt , that none 
ſhall have Yiexnz but Paris, nor none love Paris fo well as 
Fienma. Then leave to grieve me, and loade not my griefe 
with further diſpleaſure, in gain-ſaying what Þ lay againe, 
] will never gain-fay : For in vaine ut is to water the Plant, 
the roote Dcing periſhed , or to lecke to periwade mee, that 
am lo refolvedly perſwadtd. 

[ſhell tecirg terfo reſolute in her paſſion, and ( paſſio- 
nate in her reltolution, thought it was m veineto urge her 
further, ard fearing her threatning diipteaſure, ſhe chought 
K 900d thus to balme the wound ſhe before had oiyCn. 
Let not my honourable Lady (ſhe fayd) rerurne an imagined 
wrong, with an effeuali :rjury, but pardon the wel! wiſh- 
ing tault of your faultleſle friend, who ( if offending ) offen-

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leerccy, and fearing leaſt their long ſtay might procure, Ci- 
ther ſome tcare, os lutpition, in. her Mother, ſhee thou 
good to depart as one well recoyercd ofa faddajne hatch, 
bur before they went, ſnce cauted Jaabellatortake, and ſe- 
cretly to ccnucy away : the Ciriſtall Shield, and Chaplet, 
the tit and rich records, both ot her beauty, ank his 
prowis, and this ſhedid of purpole, not io much tor any 
delire- wee: had to haye them, as to give him occaſion to 
com to enquire after them. + 

In this proceſle of ume, the Warres of Florexce, were 
ended, and Sw Paris being intelligenced of his Fathers ſick- 
nefle ( whole inteeblegage he much feared) and beeing deſi- 
rous t&- ice Vienxz, though dilpaire of tuccefie, rhe hearſe 
of his ſuppolcd ifile hopes, yet Delire ( the nurſe. of perle- 
yerance ) g've im wings to make rhe more ipeed, to that 
La-nova, and hee, joltng homewa: ds, happily came, and 
found Sir F.1ques well amended, whote good recovery was 
no leſlie . joytullro Six Pars, then his recurne was comforta- 
ble re bis Father. After they kad long dilcourted of the 
oxFurrents of theie Warres, and. of his many adyentures 
and fort nes. Sir Paris, longing to give his eye Content- 
mcn:, by gaz 8g on hisl dolatrous Prizes, he tooke his Mo- 
ther by the hard, and walking towards his Chamber ( like 
theLzpwing that flyeth farre trom her neſt) he enquired of 
Court affaires, bat ſhe being not ablerto farisfie the drift of 
his rexch, he p;eſt her no further, but being entred into 
his Chamber, he niade afſtep inco his Oratory, were tud- 
denly maſſing the firſt pride of his happy atchieye.nents,. 
the Chicfe glary of his ſa07, and the true teſtimony of Vi- 
eamas beauty, and bounty, being therewith - much.appaled, 
and mooved at their remove, he all anoerly came forth, and 
asked who had beene there, and there had taken away fich 
things as Fee moſt eſteemed. His Mother abaſhed atthe 
queſtion, but more grieved, that thre was atiy thing wan- 
t:ng.not knowing hew, or, by whorn they ſhould bee taken

This cordiall concluſion, being Scaled with-proteſtation. 
of pericyerance, and by confirmation of oathes, thy knir 
two hearts in.one; and. parted: one: will. in two, and fo depar- 
ted, Dung. theſe Hzltioa dayes, commanding Love, 
\yrought enſuing cares : For Viez»afitting butin the ſhad- 
dow of love, thought the fruites of affeRion over-long in 


ripening, and; therefore pretuming ( in. her crring ayme ) 


that her Father in her favour, would tie his conſear- to. her 
choyle, and her lave to his. Iiking, She importuned Sir P.a- 
ris torequelt his Father to acquaim the Duulphin with her:

the Board was tiorpaſſable;, which madeSir Paris -1o impa- 
tice, 15"ro bee Frutrated? of his attending Ship (the aſſu- 
racceef his ſafety) that Monſienr de la Mort oyer venturous 
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40 yemter over the paflage , was in learching the Foard,” molt 
unfortunately drowned 1n the mercilefie Flood, Sir Pare 
daunccd at thar !o facall alight, fighed, and Gghing ;, grew to 
a pscdigious Prognofticater .of his.'owne cntuing. harmes. 
But fearing leaſt the knowledge thereof might appale his 
fire Fricad,, hee ſuddamnly recurned to theis religious Holt, 
where hec had left the rwo Ladyes , when he went to find 
the Foard, and to try the pallage ; apd.. ſhadowing. now his 
tormenting 'griete ita a forced fonle , hee demaunded of 
Fierns how thee tared , who ankvered, as my Love-tarcs, iv 
fares thy Love , happic m my teclte ; becaulc happie in thee, 
And long may (tayd Pars) my Love live to love , that loyes 
to live cncly tor my love. Scarce had Sir Paris pronounced 
his laſt-word., when one came rungirg..totcitcie Prieſt, that 
there were many Kn'ghts in the next Towne , that came in 
queſt , and .jearched for Yiema and. Sir Pars : Wlich 
Viexsa underſt.nd ng, was fo ſurprized with griete and feare, 
that being altcge:i.er diſheartre] in her hope ,, ſhee held: ker 
iclie morc then undone'in ber diſturbed 'expeRation : Bur 
after ſke 13d bathed the beauty of her eyes, in the torrow 
of other teares tearing molt in this preſent perill, leaſt death 
ſhould arreſt her bel5zed Friend : She with a nauch mo e re- 
folved migd , 2nd :n aſſured Countenance ,. then befined ey- 
x-ec the time, or was .ncdent to her Sex, thus cxhillerarcd her 
aſtoniſhed Friend. be 20 
-- My Pars, (hee fayd) Time admits not -there- many 
words , whe:e danger ſtill knocks atthe doore : In extie- 
mxies, the winn.ng of time. is t] e purchaſe both of lite :nd 
lovei: Leo violent paſſicns (that.neye removes any ill, 
but.

inthe filent oriefe of a departing kifle, he poſted to the Ri- | 
uer fide 20aine ; where Diſpaire made Feare fo valiant , that 
ere he found caule of feare , hee was paſt all feare : For ha- 
uing paſt ke knew not how the River , he was got before 
he wiſt into the Ship : wherein being Cabined , hee told 
of La'AMet his tatall accident , and forced them to put to 
ſea , fayling himſelfe with as many contrary thoughts , as 
Foins fert out windes ypon the Trojan Fleet, Ar length 
ke arrived at Gema , where he reſted his reſtleſle ſelfe , and 
where heliucd , wantirg but little , becaufe not deliring 

much, Bur ſuch was his difconlelate folitary hfe, that the 

Citizens ( thorgh ſtrangers) affteGing the man in his man- 

rers, pitticd much his diſtrefſe , in the ſhew ofhis diſcon- 

tentment. lathe mcane while, the Dauphin waſting him- 

felte. in -is owne implacable, and vnlimited wrath, vio- 

lendy {ard fiddainty ſeared , and confilcated. all Sir Taques 

Lards 3nd Goods into bis hands ; impriſfoning both him , 

ard his I ady . as F2vters . Abetters , Confederates , and Ad- 

juters therein, Thus gets Outrage , ever the ſharpeſt edge 
upon the fiſt adyantage' 3} And in this diſtemper of : 
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his ill diſpoſed minde , he commanded that naught bur 
bread and water ſhould be giuen chem. For , ſaid he , where 
the offence is greater then the ſervice , there Juſtice chan- 
geth the bond ot recompence into due pumihment, During 
this their faul:lefie unpritonment, the quetting Knights re- 
turned with /7ewna , and the Hofpitalious Parton, her Hoſt ; 
who being brought betore the angry Dauphin ( her enra- 
goed Father ) ſhee 1aw the cloud a tarre off , before the 
{torme fell, and theretore proſtrating her lelte ar his Feete , 
ſhee required pardon tor her offence , and prayed that he 
would not make her finne deadly , which was but yeniall 
pleading ignorance for the Prelare , and vnretitiable loue for 
her ele ; ſiyearing and aſſuring him , by tacrament of fo- 
lemne oath , and the teftimonie ot her Hoit, that ſhee was 
as honeſt 1n her flight, as ſhe was in her birth, and that her 
yniported thoughts were neuer (tayned , with any vnchaſt 
deed or defire. The noble followers of the obdurate D.uw!- 
phin , ſeeing the Princeſle waſhing her repentance in her 
ownhe teares , humbly belought him to forge: ; and to for- 
giuc her amiſle, ſince the frailty of her oftence , was rather 
a fore: then afinne 1, and wounds were to be healed and not 
hurt. This ſubmiſſion, ſtrengchened by fuch gencrall en- 
treaties , ſomewhat queach: the burning heate of his enfla- 
med ire : Ard though his fevere Luftice told him, that not 
to puniſh an eyill, was to allow of an exill ; yet mercy hee 
knew pardons them oft , that deſerves it not, ad judge- 
ment in nature , ſhould be next a kin to fauour, Vpon this 
calme conſtruction ( after many ſharpe redukes, and proteſt- 
ed threats, hee vowed rhat determinate , and inevitable con- 
demnatien ſhould puniſh Fer next offence ) and fo he pard>- 
ned her vpon promite of mere regardfull duty, : 
Now Sir Parzs had nor long fojourned in Gena , but that 
mindfull of his charge , he writ to Viewa , and encloſed it in 
another writ to Z4-nova , wherein hee exculed his vnkind 
departure without his prinity , and conjured him by the (a- 
cred la wes of truc amity ; to attend and follow his Lady, in 
ailſcruice and faft friendſnip, .

afforded not {ufficient worth ro antwer Fer liberall heart 
therein, La-nev. joying inthe conftancy of her love, ſhew- 
ed her the letter, which ſhee haſtily ingrching , as haſtily 
read, re-read , and many times , more. then many<imes oyer= 
xead, the pleaſing contents as follozweth;. WR

now fo pleafing a pledge of her perfevered conſtancie, tri- 
umphed no lttle in her to agreeable aftection. Andas ſhe 
required, fo fer hee up the maine fayle of his obſcured 
olory in the wind of her will, by raking a great houſe, and 
by maintarning fo great a Port , that his Mayeſticall magna- 
nimiry well manifeſted , that his former finiſter fortune was 
nothing {uteable to his birth and education, 

W hiles Sir P15 thus Courted it out iv ſome content, 
Fiema was ſolicited by many great Lords. But the ſeed 
which they fowed in the ſands, was waſht away with thc 
firſt flood ofthe Tyde ; fo that all their hoped Harveſts, 
was novght but crops of growing cares. - The Dax!phir 
( whoſe climitg thoughts looked ever upon greatelt ſtarres ) 
kept the bearre of his ballance ſtraight , without gaine-fay- 
ing this Sutor, or difgrac'ng that. Burt to prevent all diftiſte 
that might come by deniall , he ſpeedily feat ſpecial Mei- 
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lengers to his falt friend , the Eatle of Flexders, requeſting 
his beſt labours and endeavours, to moye , and make ( if to 
he nughr) a marriage, berwixt his daughter YViezna , and the 
Duke of Barben his tonne, Such was his cauetous deſue , 
in lieu of the Furbons peſicifions , not to be yalued ; and ſuch 
kus Concert gf his tonnes yalour , not then ( as. hee thought ) 
to be equalled ; 1oas his pride, could , nor wauld , admit of 
ary other ſonne in law, but this great and matchleſle Prince, 
The Earle of Flaxders glad that cccaſion offered ut (elte , 
that he might both oratifie the Dauphin his friend , and in- 
tereſt himlelte in the loue and greatneſſe of the Buybon Duke, 
which he had lony defired ; was now as willing as the Phy- 
firian ,that is cucr ready to pleaſure another , to profit him 
ſelfe. And knowing , that he that (l:epeth , catcheth no 
Fiſh ; he went inſtantly tothe Duke , who no looner heard 
of the motion , bur glorying in the hope of ſuch vnexpected 
adyar.cement , he entertained the Earle with all the Rate , 
| that cither greathiefſe could performe , or deſire require. 

In cercluſfion . the Burhcx Duke ſent his fonne , in the orcateſt 
pride of proudeſt tate , tothe Daz/phins Court \ where he 
did proportion his carriage anſ{werable to the eminencie of 
his place ; his merits being tuch, and ſo many , that ( ſer- 
ting onely aſide his pride of have) Emvie her lelte : could 
not detract from his worth.

One, whom the world admires tor his heroicall fortitude ; 
feares for his greatnefle ; and loues for his deſerts, A 
Prince incomparabl? by title and birth : A perſon beaurified 
by Nature ; And a man inricht with wiledome , wealth . 
and worthineſſe, Then let my Choyle be thy content , and 
in thy full conſent ſee that thou entertaine him with all 
vertuous favours. This faid . he commanded to horſe , not 


ſtaying her anſwer , and locid torth royally attended, and 
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appointed , to receive the young Prince. And farre he had 
not rid , butthat he met , and cncountred with his long de- 
fired, and now expected gheft, The young Prince firtt a- 
hghting from his Horſe , gaue the Daz/ph:n occaſion to dil- 
mount himſelte , who being on tocte, ſtayed till the Prince 
came unto him ; where they greeted , re-greeted, and em- 
braced each other, and then remount:ng themielves, the 

rid Marſhalled in right god equipage to the Pallace , 
where all the Ladies ( faving Verna ) gave a tecond talute, 
to the oreater content of the Bxrbor Prince, Bur the Dag'- 
prin miffine Friemea, miſliked much her ablence , yet tcemed 
to take no notice of it , bur ſmoothing the argry turrowes 
ot his dutcomentment , he ( with an intorced cieeretulnes ) 
brouchr the Prince to his lodeing , and there leaving hin 
to his private repole ; hee haſtily went to Fiexnas Cham- 
ber , where all {ad , ard ſolitary , he tound her firting inthe 
ſeate of forrow , or rather in the ithade of death , for teare 
of ker fathers provoked ire 5 whole violent, and peremp- 
tory difpofition, would (ſhe knew } tranſport him beyond 
-ll tke bounds of Natures tendernefle. Ot her , he deman- 
ded, why contrary to his command, thee had ablented her 
ſelf in the requiſite entenainement of to great a Lord, and 
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Views riirg from her forrowtull feate, bur not from 
Fer ſorrow, with {earefull erected hands, and pity plead- 
ing eyes, humbled her ſelfe at his feere, 2nd told him , that 
for ſhame efher fiſt flyins tavl: , ſhe had vowed her cha- 
ſtity to D:ana ; and fivorne her iclfe, a Veſtal. ro Ve/Zi. 
Andtherefere had ſhe to feparated her felte a fide, becautc 
ſhe would not give fire to his fancie, nor wrong his better 
deſerts with forlorre deffires. In corffideraticon whereot 
ſhe humbly pra1 el. that noee but her {elte might entoy 
her ft, fince none bur Her felfe could . or ſhould conten: 
ter felte. The Dae!ph:n peicetving liglt though a tmall 
crevis, began in milde pellicy. by gentle extreaties, and rich 
perfweafions. to weane Her fiom Fer will ; telling her, that 


valawfull yowes ware tobe yielated ; fincethe firſt caule 
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cealing and a new ſucceeding , both might be altered ; nei- 
ther had ſhe any tuch power in her ſelte , that was not to be 
difpoted of by a Father ; An4 co honour, and obey Parents, 
is the firſt Commandement that hath any reward promi- 
ied on earth. Belides ,t: 15 an cnuitous wrong to Nature , to 
ſuffer her faireſt worke ( like a tweet fragrant odoriferous 
Roſe ) ro dye uponthe {tocke ; that being pluckr in the 
bloome , might yecld both plcature, and profit ro others : 
therefore renounce this belicfke , it thou meancſt to be fa- 
ucd, or to have any tauour, For by courle of kinde all 
Lhinges were made t9 increaſe ; and by incge2ſe to benefit 
another ; and ſhe isa Divell amongſt men , that profiteth no 
man. This did the D.phin thinke by his ſmooth words, 
ro build a Caſtle inthe ayrce , that had no hope of foundation 
on the carth, For Viem.zs vnremoueable reſolution, being 
ben: to ſhoote at her {:r{t marke, could not be wonne to le- 
uell at another ayme ; which madethe Da/phin , ( failing 
( like a Foxe ) to deceme with kindnefle ) to play now the 
Lyou by compulioa ; And theretorc gnaſhing his teeth to- - 
occher tor anger ( like the Sea thyy waxeth mad , when the 
windes doe rage ) he commanded doth her an! 74 1b-1/a to 
clole priton. 

The young Prince meruailing bzyond all meaſure , that 
he could not ſee amiable /iemna , the cyc of France , the mj- 
racle of her tex, the wonder of time , and the pride of Na- 
ture ; demanded of her Father , what' ominous cloud ſha- 
dowed the brightnefle of France his ſecond Sunne, that ſhe 
-ppeared not 1n her all-admired glory. The Dazlphin fea- 
ring leaſt he ſhould diftaſt the Prance , by vnderſianding the 
matter ; framed, and faigned this excuſe, Thar ſickneſle had 
attached her , and made her a priſoner to her bed , and rhere- 
fore prayed his patience a while . till her hoped recouery 
might better pleaſe his fancy. The young Prince holding 
his words for Oracles , held himfelte contented,, and thought 
to weare and weary out the wearinefle of time , with oth

Faſhaes in charge , that 
he ſhould be provided tar at his ditpenies ; who preſently 
placed him nexttothe houle, where the Tartarian Ambai- 
1adour, but newly arrived, was lodged. | 
| Now amongſt the Ambaſiadours followers, there was one 
that tarre exceeded all the. reſt in huge height, incompara- 
ble treagth, and great , proportion, - infomuch - that the 


 Turkes Od with wonder admire-his. ſtature, and deemed 


his Sampſo-like force , beyond the power of men, This 
grim ard infatiatirg Tartar ( who {erv'd no other Ged , but 
bis wilt : nor oblerv'd no other law, bur his luſt) being one 
day left behind , to- manage ſome- affaires;;in the, houſe, 
when rhe reſt were gone to the Court ; ſuddainly, and moſt 
rudely fcazed upon a young Damolell , that as unforrunatly 
as unadyitedly , was come to ſee the proviſion, 2nd maniger 
of theſe Strangers. Her. ( without «ny ſhew ot gocd cn- 


treaty, or kind uſage ) - with a facile force the carried into a 


Chamber, and diſvirginated ker z notwithſtanding . her ſhrill 
cryes, that call'din many (buttoo late) to her ayd.. This 
untamed beaſt , or rather inferna'l Devill , fiding himſelfc 
ppr eſt with multitudes, grew ſo cnraged ,. that his wrath 
had no me:ne; neither did hs interrupted fury, admit of 
any cotfideration, 'but dreadlefſe both of Law.znd d-noer> 
place, 2nd peopke : hve threw all co the earth, that came 
neere to him, er:deayourirg fill Joretaine Yis prey , which 
madet!e out-aryes of all fo great * That Sap being 1n his 
Chamber , at the nope thereof , ruſhed in with his peacca- 
ble fvord, and find ng him Carryins: the bemozning Mayd, 


in an unmannerly manner from them , towards ancther 
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Chamber , hec lo powerfully ſmote him on the tace with his 
dilplealed hand, that torce, pertorce, hee was forc'd to leaye 
his hold, and betake him to. his angry Semitar, with which 
hee furiouſly aflaulted him, Bus S1rap ( who held it a great 
fault, not to doe a goed thing well ) readily returned him 
vawelcome intereſt, for his lo willing leave, '.Long did 
worke op each ower, like termpeſts on a Shippe, and the 
bloud of both, did well, ſhew, that neither of them were 
well pleaſed. : Nonedusft come neere them; till that Killer 
Ags, Captanne of the Janizerjet, hearing of thistumulty- 
ous and debaretull ftrife, came in, and ftayed the fight. 
The Damolels Father, and friends, ( tanding upon theyr 
ftrengrh of teſtunony ) purtucd the outrage, by way of com- 
laint againſt the Tartar, and requuod of Clones the bene» 
* of Law. + The Tarter ( cauntenancing himielfe under the 
pn of Potency: and Ambaffagie ) pleadcd the privi- 
edge of his place, and laid, That he was not lyable to theyr 
ordinances; nor fubjeR to-aNy but his owne Lord, che Em- 
perour : who in Maycfty, might, and merit, farre ſurmounted 
all other Potentates of the world , and thereupon offered in 
open Court Combat, thundripg out defiance againftall, that 
bur durſt ayerre the contrary, _ 

Solimon much diſtaſting his ungoverned pride, and worſe 
diſ-jeſting his barbaro11s outrage , and oftenfive contempt 3 
did inwardly fret that no one durſt attempt to quench, nor 
allay the prodig3ll heate of his foohſh fire ; and nor know* 
ing how otherwiſe to corre his inlolence,, fince Kings 
ſhould ever ſhew themfclres rather juſt, then great : and 
the law of Nations ( which is the ſtate of Peace, and mainte- 
hance of Honour) did warrant his tryall by Combat ; hee at 
laft thus deliberately concluded : Thatthe 20. day follow- 
ing, he ſhould beready Armed ar all afſayes, and mounted 
hke a Knight, to make that good with his ſword, which 
hee ſoartogantly, and over-aud-ciouſly had delivered with 
his tongue, Andif there carne not any one then to chaſtiſe 
his folly, and corre&t him for his brutiſh, and injurious At=- 
tewpts, that then he-ſhould be free from touch, both of law

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and lite, - This being rumoured abroad, Came tO Siraps cares, 
who grieving to loole. opportunity, as one that thicited aficr 


. ofcafion, bath toſhew his-courage in honourable revenge,

knowing thar naked valour, could promiſe no tuccefle 


herz Armed force did affaile :- bis greateſt feare was, 


leaſt for want of Armour, and furniture, others wouldcut 
the 'graile from - under- his: fecre; and- fo deprive him bock 
of tavour- and fortune, Bur this: couragious feare; was ac- 
quitted by the timorous feare of all otters, that teclingly 


teared tuch deſperate and deadly att:mpts, as promiſed nei- 


ther hap, nor hope of good ſucceſſe, Atlength the day be- 
ing come, and all things order, came So/zmpn with his 
Sultaneſſe, attended with his Yice-rojes, Beglerbegs, and Baf- 
fbaes in great Royalty, and 2608. Armed men for his Guard, 
and inthe place oft:yall affigned, he ſeated himielfe and his 
Sz!taneſc upon x glorious: Throane within his Im-eriall Pa- 
vithon  ; 'greatwas the prefle, anÞ many the people, that 
wayted 1ffue hereof -: when ſuddainly the found of 
Trumpet ſhewed the ncere approach of the Tartar : who 
(in honour of his earthly God, the ſcnne of the light, the 
rerrour of men, and for the repute of his Country ) came 
with his tword drawne, accompanicd with the Ambaſſadoy 
and alt his followers, moft richly furniſhed. The Appet- 
lant bimiclſe being mounted on- a couragious Horſe, his 
_ and other his furnicure, aH{ of purple Sartin, 

roydered with gold all over, with ditmembred heads, 
armes. and feyercd legges of ſlaughtered men, beiprinkled 
all-wvith blood. And'in his Shield hee over-gloriouſly bare 
his owne piture, naked: 3 holding -a Combating Lyon, 
fiifled by the throat with bis hand, and radergcath was 
written, WHaT Nor : In this terrifying equiquge, be 
ſtayed at the Barriers of the Lyſts, untill the Officers ap- 
poynted-for that ſeryice, demanded whiat he was .and wher- 
fore he came ; who anſwered, that hee was T wrbwulen? the 
fierce, Ge invinciele Taas, that came to prooyc dy his 
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;Gw/ord, that. he being'ovely tabjeRX to the'greateft Monarch 
en carth-(:who had! ao-equall ) ought not to vadergor the 
-ccnſure of atiy other inferidur power; and” ehereupoa de- 
manded- entrance ; which being: permitted, hee put vp his 
word, and was conducted .tothe ypper cad of the Lytts, 
here lighting, he was feacal in a rich Chace, fwitaþle to 
his Baſles, to -repole himatelteim * * : Neerorynto: which, was 
pirch'd a moſt ttately Tent for-the Ambaſſador , and his 
Trayne., Then the Herauld was commanded to funmen 
che Detendant by found of Trumpet, but no one appeared, 
which made So/ewen fearefull of diſgrace, Then he toun- 
&dcd the lccond time, but no one preſented himtelfe : > which 
made the proud Tartar ( m arrogancie of his redoubred pu- 
lance ) to ſand vp, and drawing his terrified word, wa 
brandiſhed i: ouer his head, in ſuch tryumphing and da- 
ring -fnanner, that the great Swlran ſering his infulcing 
pride, could Karce containe - himſelfe within himielfe , 
Then as the Heravuld fonnded his Jaſt funamons, a lowly 


' Hermit, clad all in gray, leaning en a ſtafte of Ebony, ſtayed 


him with his other hand, and required ; that hee might 
ſpeake with Solisrmn the Emperour, who being broug 
lee him, bowel himilelfe, ren before rn, oe 
prayed in zeale of juſtice , and tor the honour of the Turkiſh- 
Empire, he might have Horſe, and Armour, to tame that 
yAcivill and vetutored Tartzr, whole pride, hee tad, was 
not {o high, but that Fexgeaxce did (it aboye it. 

The Sultangl:d that any one durſt, and would in his ho- 
aour undertake. to great and fearefull a hazard ; comman- 
ded that p:etently he ſhould be with-drawne, and brought 
to his Armoury, and tFere at his choyſe be Arm'd, and moun> 
ted as hs rroper Champion -; which was no loorer faid, 
but that tte Hermit being attended on thither, tooke ( vp- 
on the view of all ) one ofthe larg; ſtand one that fitted his 
owne conceit beſt 2 wherewith being Armed, ard moun- 
ted. he fhewed himielte at the Barriers end of the Lyſt, in

As thus hee 6, Frorven 
fn ENrANCE,: The ap) : Officers, demaunded  whar he 
was, atid wherefoce htc came, who antiverel, thac he was 
a Man of peace, a devout Hermite, and one ofthe leaſt of 
the moſt humbleſt Servants of Great Sofrmonx ; Whotor 
the loye of Honour, andeo horour his Lord, came to ap- 


proovethar. the Salran of Twrkie, was a greater anda more 
:Emperialf, and a more magnificent Monarch, then the Tixr- 


rariasEmperour , and much more renounced inhis parton ; 
Andrthat 7arbalcatrſhamefull, and criminall offence, was 
puniſhable (by all Nationall kawes ) where the fault was 
committed ; andhis he _ make good cn his body, and 
defited to'emer the Lys, V "pon this, all che Turkes gave a 

greatſhouwr, and cryed God, and Mahomer tor the Hernat + 
And io putting up his Sword; hee was ccnduted by one of 
tte Rachaes ro the other erd ofthe Lyſts, whaecditmoun- 
tng himielfe, hee w3s feated in a rich Chayre of Stare, cuni- 
ouſly wrought with halſe Moones in filver, "_s {* with pre- 

TIOUS Stones. During theyr {mill repoſe, the elected Offi- 
ccrs viewed theyr Armes, and theyr Armours, © lee whic- 
ther they were of equall lenorh, and that there. were nn» 
wrong dcne to Chivalry : -nd then the chiefe Herauld pro 
clairred, that no one vnder paine of death ſhould enter the 
Lytſts, but t+e: Officers appoynted tothe f-rvice, and thatas 
one ſhoulg cat any thing into the Lyſts, nor aſe any words, 

nor fiene to diſcourage, or encourage cithe: party, 

This done. he bzde the Combatarts to riſe, and mount 
t! em'elves; and at'the found of Trumpet to begin tte als 
fault. At the ftexinofoorth it could n>: be diſcerned who 
was firſt, The Tarr berrt nz h's Maſt-1: tke Staffe over hioh, 
cried agsy part-of the H: ies Plume ; Bur the Hermite 
( unto whom  Judgerent- n1 cuſtorre gavezn adv:n: 2ge ) 
bare himieliz ſo evenly in his winged "Courſe, that he hic 
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nefle of his Armour denyed entrance, yer did i make him 


eve homage to the ſtrengeh of the blow : For Tarbalem 
keeping his feare, was aotwithltandmg, by the ci 

of all tis Gurthes, ſet onthe ground, with his Saddle berwix: 
his legges. This notonely mored great laughter, bur ftroke 
all men with fuch a wonder, that where betore they could 
not harbour the leaſt hope, Aow they began to Tooke after 
| hap. The 7artar twelling with irctull difdeine ( like 
unto the diſturbed Ocean ) breached out direſull revenge ; 
and furiouſly drawing foorth his dreadfull Sword, called 
for him, ( who needed no ſummons art all ) threatning death 
and deftruRion , not onely to him, butto all ochers, Bur 
the Hermit; whole unditmayed conrage, could notbe ſhaken 
with any beyfterous windes 3 upon his ftopage, turned 
his Horſe, and ſeeing -him on foote, ( frornng the adyan- 
tage) alighted, and unſlcathing bs correRi Semitar, 2d- 
vijedly came towards the Tartar, who rudely falutcd him, 
with # mightie a blow , that. notwithſtanding his full 
ward , with his Skield ) hee was forced to flagoer alinle ; 
whereby hee knew the unreliſtable ſtrength ot nis Fee , and 
more warily Rood after, rather upon motion , rhen war- 
d'ng : Yet did his ſuperlative valour, equallthe others in- 
comparable firength : Burthe Hermes, in guerdon of Tur« 
bulents cold cunlie, returned him tuch powertu ll thankes, 
as made his dazcled eyes ready to ſtarr our of his diſturbel - 
head. This interchange of puifſant Rroakes (ecchoing like 
the Cielops blowes upon their fiery Anviles) begot ſuch 
{rightfull diſdaine, and malitious rage in both, thatthe cem- 
peſtuous furic of theyr ſtormy blowes came like thundrr, 
to the amazement of the beholders : The great ſtature, and 
unreſiſtable ftrength of the one, ſhewing both might and 
courage ; and the unmatchable valour, and prative skill of 
the other, ſhewing great prowis and judgement, '7 wrbwlerr, 
madde with . hatefull and angry contempt, that any one 
ſhould. or could, 1o ſtand againſt him (truſting tg his never 
fayling ftrength) layd on fuch loade on the magninimious 
Hermite,as all men wondered how he could keepe his ftan- 
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ding, oz {tanding, durit once [{tand to, withitand bim : Bur 
the bold haugt.tic Hermit, whole watchtull care, and yied 
$KiH, had made him expert in ſuch threatging tempeſis, 
= lome way vato that {tormic (ſhower, avoyding the 

azger, lomecimes' dy moticn of his Bodie, and tometimes 
by {trongand warie wardes ; neucr looſing any aduantage 
zo offcnd, nor giuicg ground 1 his detence, 

Inthe ccd, finding the Tavters waſting fury to contume 
itſclte ; In the abatement thereot, he lo redoubled his re- 
newed blowes, which hkehayle-ftcnes. ſtroue to ouertake 
cach other betore they fell, that Turbulent knew not how 
£o auoide the greargetle of the ſtorme. Now was there te- 
ucrall Armours brokea, bruiled, and mangled in magy plz 
&s, ard the blood that. iſlued from them both, made the 
dycd Earth a witneſle of their implacable rage. Buttle 
Tartar, that had 1c mcſt blocd, finding his ſicength to > 
bare, vrncd all his torces together, and fmote the Hermite 
Go , forceablie on his Burgcner, that notwithſtanding his 
Sh'c'd, which then he clene atunder, he brought him on 
his knees mangre both his warde and his might ; bur ſuch 
was 15 quicke deliveric,'anJ invincible courage, that he 
was no focner downs, then he was vp againe ; and iceing 
himiclte Cepriticd of the beſt part of his defence, lie was {o 
overcome with Kornetull anger, that he had beene broug! t 
tolowc ; that he began to renew the Fight, more hnwoully, 
and with much more puiffant and inſupportable blawes, 
then before ; and finding { by his ecerwatching eye ) that 
the Vambrafle was broken, and*falne from the Tart.ars Cu- 
ratt, and thathe was within kis 2duantage ; taking his 
chicatning and wrathfill Sword in both his hands, hee 
hit him fo full and fo ſtrongly on his ditzrmed Arme, that 
hee ſevered it from his curted Bcdie, fo that Arme, ard 
harmetull ſword, fell doth to the ground, TheSwlrar, :nd 
all the reft, beyond all wonder, wendering at the greatneJe 
of the blow, and the cr ntinuznce of i terrible a combate, 
2dmircd who that valiant Fexmite ſhould be. that with 
iuch yawearicd force, and tuch. 2pproued kill, had ſhew- 
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cd luch prowefle, asthe like was neyerr eene. 

The loſle efthe Tartars arme made him curle heaven , and 
earth, and frothing at his mouth, like a wilde chaffed Bull, 
he bel lowing ous wrath , and vengeance, in tuch a madding 
manne;, that. (being as ignorant of his Fate, as ke was impu- 
dently mad in the mamtainance of hisignominious wrong) 
he deſperately cunne headlong on the Hermit, thinking to 
to beare him over, But adviſed experience, and wary Cir- 
cumſpeRion , which had ever arm'd the Hermic tor all acci- 
dents and aflaults, made him unwilling of tuch unkind 
embracement - And therefore made ſtopage by a molt for- 
runate chruft, which finding entrance unde: his bruited Ta- 
ſes, runne upwards ahd made quicke inquifition after his 
death. Thus was the pride of Goliah nas into contuſion , 
and thus fell the redoubrted Targer, hke a grearTowre upon 
the earth, to the amazed griete of tic Ambaſiidour, and all 
his Trane; andtothe admiring joyes of the Sultan and his 
Turkes. But the Hermit, who ever keld , that todeſtroy 
mercifully, was to fave ; ſteptts him, and pulling oft his 
head-piece. with his ſword he ſmote off his tearefall herd, 
and holding it up on high, Cryed. God fave Selim, tre 
invincib]e Sultan, and mighticſt Emperour, and greateſt Ro- 
centate on earth, 

This being done , the Trumpets tryumphagtly ſounded 
forth the joy of moſt pleaſing victory, and all the people 
made ſuch ' rejoycing Cryes , that their applauding Hhokis 

icrc't the lower Regicn, v0 witnefſe their glory on ttc 
earch. Burt filence {being made , the heroicall _yi&orious 
Hernat { arm's with glorious conqueſt) was betwixt two 
Beglerbegges (che chictelt of the Turkiſh Nobility ) brought 
with ſounding Trumpets unto the Su#an, who commen-- 
ding his great ſtrength, hs turmounting groweſle , and 
mot? invincible courage, commanded him to put- off his 
Helmet, that he might know who had io much hogoured 
kim , that according to his great merit , hee might deſer- 
vedly advance him. To which the humble Hermit anſwe- 
red, that all his Actions did ayme at Hogons,not at. advance- 


mens; 
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ment ; andtharthe fayours he had already found and rect» 
ved of fo great a Prince, was all-ſufhcient m ir ſelte, to en- 
able a weaker .arme to performe a greater wetke ; behdes 
his delue (he iayd) did carry him beyond all meanes, and 
ability , to doe hum a more pleafing tervice ;, And there- 


- withall caking off his Helmex, in all humility. he bowed kys 


body ( according to the Turkth manner ) thrice: unto him. 
Bur when Solsmon lavy that he was S5rap , his neer afte&ed 
ard catertamed. friend , laying aide all State and regard of 
oxeatneſſc,he ranne to him , and embracing him, faid : How 
Falthe Turkiſh Suw&ax requite the honourable love of fs 
praile-worthy a friend , but in the renowned hazard of his 
wvaluable lite, hath both preſerved , and dignified my name, 
and the fame of ary Empire.. Bur more betitzing times ſhall 
ſhew us reſpe&tully grateful} , and afeRionarely miundtull, 
of fo yertuous a friend, to famous a Cha mpion , and to glo- 
rious an at. Inthe interim hee commanded that three of 
his clicfe Baſhzes ſhould ride betore © 5r«p, and that the 
ficſt ſhould carry the Teartars louped arme and Sword : the 
jeccnd his unweldy Speare,and maſſie Shield; at drhe+hitd, 
his grimand remible ſevered Head ; and that aiter ſhould 
follow the monſtrous and headlede trunke of that huge 
boaſtirg Golieh ; aiter whom. would march the difgraced 
Ambaſladour, and all his diſconzented tramne : And that S;- 
7p morntcd. on his Courſer, all alone, with his naked blou- 
died frrord un his hand , like a Conquerner ſhould follow ; 
and after him, he himielfe, the Saiteneſſe, and all hu coyall 
Atcndan's ſhould ride, ane fo paſſe through the City, to 
his Pallace, This he did ro honour his friend ; And out of 
this honoug, did Experxia his Sw{rancſſe more affeionately 
lccke upen the merit of Sirap, His carriage teemed now 
more majeſticall ; his colour though blacke , fhee deemed 
lovely; nd the noblcneffe of his ſpirit, deferved (ſhee 
thought ) the favour of the greateſt Emprefſe. This liking 
begot longing, and ſhe defired hiow to enjoy, what ſhe was 
enzoyned not t9 affect, The remembrance of-her place , and 


theterrour of their law, qualified, but nor quench'd her 
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fred fancie .;. which ſhe ſecking. to ſmother inthe embers, 
burſt out after into a greater, and more ſhamefull flame, 
- - But Sirap, during his repoſe, forthe healing + 6f his 
wounds ; catering into confideration of his coils Frames, 
zeeing Tus admired viRories applauded with open joyes, 
honour, and..tryumphes ; and his deje&ed and enthralled 
| heart, ſtill cJad in blacke woe, and accompanyed oncly with 
ſecret griefe, and rormenting paſſions. To feed his diſtaſte 
of rejoycing,” 'with ſome fad corceites, He ſuitably comp 

ied thele -' tew | following reverſt, and rerurning eels; 
whichbeing read either forward or backward, are till the 
fame in ſence both waycs ; aud either way, end in meeter.'

Thus did- he ſhewe himlelfe to be eyer one; as conſtant

But when loathed 
time had healed his honoured wounds. The grand Sultan 
to give his ſolicarineſle Fore follace, ſent bar, cha that the 
next day hee ſhould bein befitting readinefle to attend him 
tothe chafe of the wil.ie Boare, ia the neere adjoyning tor- 
xt ; And commanded one of his Basſhaes to ſee that Sirap 
ſhould be wcTt mounted, and furniſhed accordinely, For 
fill ix bare him in minde. ( ſeeing the map of Majeſty in his 
eyes, and finding the vertue of true Nobility in his thoughts) 
that he was extraRt from Royall bloud ; And by this meanes, 
hee thought he ſhuuld ( by his obſervance ) make a- farther 
tryall thereof, The next morning Phoebus had no ſooner 
rent the fable Clouds, and waſh'd his face with the dew 
of zhe earth, but that the winding of baſe and bugle hornes, 
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ſummoned the "ultan to his Silyan ports,'and Sirzp to his 
attendance. "eb 1-4 8 
| And long it was not, but that each one-way an full readi- 
nefle, and being horied, rid to the Forreſt, where ſepara- 
ting themſelves , they tooke diyers wayes, the tooner to 
finde theyr game, buc (hill S7r4p arcended the Switar,, whole 
forrune was to elpic the Boare, whetting of his an 
Tuſhes in the mouth of his denne, as though hce: had fore- 
{cence his pretended purſuit, and meant to wound his purſu- 
ins foes. The Swan proud of fuch ſucceſle, gave ſpurres 
to his flying Horſe, and with carcleſſe cagerneſſc unlodgji 
the beat, purſued him fo fikly, thar none bur Srrap could 
come necre vio him, The Boare ſeeing himſel'e purtued, 
fied by dcerced defteny' towards the nuddelt of the Defart ; 
where the Turke faſt fotlowing, was {>dainly feazed on by 
a great, fell and hideous Dragon. | 
Sirap ſecing the Sultex lo embraced within the murthe- 
ring armes of death, ( knowing no feare comake a paw 
ſet ſpurres* 20 his Horſe, and fo turioufly runne at him with 
þs Boarte-ſpeare , that he happily wounded him under the 
left wing, The Rerce Dragon teehir& the Imatrof iis -Hurr, 
tft }5s vnkind hok], andimore with his wings fo violert- 
ly at Sap, that he brake his Spearc all to pieces. - Then 
drew Strap his Semiter,” which the Sw/r»- had that morning 
viven kim,” and freſhly afſaukeq} that dreadfulf Beaſt 
with tuch adviſed heedtatneſic, that hardly coutd that enra- 
ged Monſter faſten on kim; lo quicke-in agilty, {> ready in 
dexterity, and ſo watchfutl hce was at alf times. ' But'in the 
end hc {rote Srrep to forceably with his Serpentine tayle, 
that mavegre alt 3is might and feng, he «vas conſtraihed'to 
fall onthe ground : whenthe wrathfull Dragon advancing 
his threatning wings, -and opening his iaferna{l mouth, 
made ofr as ſhe would deyoure him at once. But Siray ſee-" 
ing *the danger, carried fo vigitans aneyc, and fo ready 
a hand, that the'Dragon n+ ſooner ſtooped to feaze on hin!;"

Her prelaging 
heart did fayl her, and ſhe began to fear ſhe knew not what. 
A ſuddea trembling poflefled her in every part, and what be.

Thus As they-chatted they came to Fiexxox ,whereſhe ad- 
viſed their two goed conductors, to wait for the Goyernours 
going to the Church.and then boldly to ſtep to himgand tecrer. 
by t@ profter him the delivery of the Princefſe andher Compa- 
tyon ; whichdone you ſhall privately bring lis unto him, un. 
to whom we will preſent what we have promiſed | 
The Peaſants promile(having done according to mfirution) 
made theGovernor to rejoyce {6 at the newes;thar he return- 
gd back to his houſe, and cat one.of them for the Pritceſle, 
who yet was not knowne to be the Princefle. Upon their re-

The Governor baring/in due reverence)his aged head with 
more tears of pitty then ofjoy, reipectively ſaluted chem, and 
giving the Peaſants ſtore of Crowns, humbly and courteouſly 
he brought the Ladyes to their carcfull Chamber, where we 
will leave them to learn of Sirap, what jucecls waited on. his 
- Babylonian endeavours, 
Now hadtime, and trayell, brought S:rep (whom ye 
left in his journey) unto Babylon; where the Sol/dan (to gra- 
aifie the T#rks and to ſhew his love to Vertue, and his efti- 
mation of merit ) entertained him with all maggificence, 
and variety of Kingly delights. Butafter they had feafted, 
-and {pentiome dayes in Courtly ſports:Sirap being mindfull 
of his Lord , defared to ſee the City , with ſuch Monus« 
mans Sigg, a7 En big fe wn 
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pleaſed the So/dany, that to honour him the more, he accom- 
panied him in perſon, ſtilt ſhewing him by his interpreter , all 
fach places of noteand worth. as then were there remain'ng:Art 
lensth they paſt by, (tor fo their paſſage lay the Caſtie where- 

in the Dolphin was impriſoned, | 

Which Sir Sirap long viewing , commended , and in his 

praiſe theresf, demanded by his Interpreter,what Caftle or Pal- 
| lace that was,that was fo well [cituated,ſo ſtately built, and of 
ſuch ſtrength. And they told him that it was Monne Seme- 
riax,built of old by Semiramss , Queen unto the firlt great 
King of the Aſſyrian Howarchy, and thatas then, there 
lay as Pritoner one of the greateſt Princes of Fraxce in the 
Weſtern clime;known by the name of the Dolphin of Yeu. 
02s, 
S5rap ſeemed mich to wonder both'at the name and coun « 
try,as unheard of before,and therefore was delirous to ſee. the 
Rature,fayour.carriage and manner ofthoſemen;and to learn,if 
he could,the nature, law,religion,cuſtom,and ſtate of the coun- 
try;which Rood ſo well with the So/dexs hiking, that both in 
one defire, went to the Caſtle tote, and to confer with the 
Dolphis, 

Now Sirap building on Boxfoyes fidelity, as having ſome- 
what poſſclt im with his purpoſe,and _— him to his wil; 
did uſe him as Interpreter betwixt him and the Do/phiy : For 
he would not altogether, yet diſcoyer himlelf to Bowfoy, and 
therefore ſpeaking to him in Greek , he commanded that he 
ſhould falute the Do/phix in his name, and tell him that as a 
firangerhe was come to ſee him,and of mear humanity to vie 
fir him;which the Dolphin kindly accepting, as kindly regrees 
* red, andentertained him with all the eracious remonſtranccs 
he could, 

Sirap bad him then ask what his country was,howgreatz 
by what lawes they were governed , tinder what title they 
were ſubje&ted, what Religion they obſervedand whatGod 
they chiefly adored,unto which the Do{pbix thus briefly an= 
fwered. Di 33.8 -. 

Frence he faid is wy tative tieft, both moſt populoys abd 
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ſpacious, as having in it 27 thoulandParyh Churches;Ic is moft 
fertile;and abounds in all plencifulneſs of fruits, wines,falr,corn, 
fiſh and wild-fowl; There are many Vaniverfities famous 
therein(che nurſicg mothers of all yertue zour of whole breaſts, 
youth draws out the knowledge of all aris;Ir hath many large 
Provinces ; and diycrs bordering Principalityes owe ho- 
mage thereunto ; The Cityes are grcat and manyzrich in trea- 
ſure, and fair, and uniforme in building ; the chicf wheres 
of is Parzs, famous for beauty and bignefle: the uſuall re- 
fidence of the King,and greattralfique ot all kind of Merchan- 
dizc. 

Our Lawes are termed the civill Lawes, wherein Juſtice is 
tempered, and qualified by equity and conicierce; and equity 
and contcience are garded and maintained with Jultice, Our 
Monarch is entituled a Kirg,the mofiChiiftianKing of France, 
vnder whoſe proteQtion his people live fecure, injoying their 


own, and under whole Greatneſle, his Subje&s reſt fearlefle of 


forraign focs, 

Our Religion is builcupon Gods facred word; Truth is the 
root thereof,Charity the branch,and good works the fruit.Our 
Pattors are our Teachers,who like Lamps conſume themſelves 
to enlighten others;their DoCtrine is examined by the twelve 
Apoftles : Our prayers by Chriſt taught ſix Pecitions * Our 
Faith by the generall Creed; and our lives by Gods tenne 
Commandements. And where the tongue of Aarex. cannot 
_m_ de, there the rod of XZoſes doth corret , and come 
pe, 

We ſerve and worfhip one onely Ged,in perſans three, not 
confuſed,nor divided;butdiſlin& : of ene-and the fame divine 
Eflence,cternity, power,and quality. Ged the Father, Godthe 
Sor and God the Holy Ghoft. The fatherbeing the firft, chief, 
and originall cauſe of all things; The Sun his word atid eternal - 
wiledom:and the Holy Ghoſthis power, yertue, and efficacy, 
This is that Godgthat by his Word made the glorious Globe. 
his ſeat, and the maſfieearthhis footftoole ;- that fed his fer- 
yants { the unpzovided Ifraclites) -with food from Heaven, 
forty years in the Wildexnefle 3, that divided the Waters, . 
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and brought them dry-foot through the Red-Seazand drenche 
proud Pharoh therein, that purlued them wich a murderin 
hearr, To him w2 offzc n» burnt-oftering;z ., nor 1a« 
crifice of blood, but the fiveer interceflion of deyour prayers. 
For thoſe ceremonies ceaſed at the comming ofChriſt, by whom 
we are called Chriftians; atnd we are received into his Church 
by baptiſme,and continued and fed therein by the other Sacra - 
ment of his laft Supper, : 

And fuch is our Country, thele our Lawes, ſuch our King, 
this onrReligion,and this the God we onely ſerve, foye,fear and 


adore, Sirap thanked him for his good delcription,and ſeems 


ed to take pleaſure in the knowledge thereof, Then he de - 
manded how he brookt his Captivity, and he an{wered like 8 
Prince, and therefore like himlelt;as one ſubje& to chance, and 
reſolved in the change. Then he bad him ask whether he had 
any children,and he ail fighing ſaid but one onely daughter, 
Then Sirap cauſed him to ask why he then ſo lighed ; and he 
replying (aid, thar his lole ſouls grief conlilted in her memory, 
and fo made manifeſt his hard, cruell, and unnaturall dealing 
toward her; and how he had lefc hera pritoner to his tyranny, 
and therefore by 41yine juſtice made himſelf” a prifoner to Ty, 
ranty , 

$ bus being thus certified, was well pleaſed chat Viewsa yet 
hving,lived his permanent friend;and though he grieved much 
for her endurance, yet did he {mocher up his conceived ſorrow 
in the recordation ofher loye, The thought of his exile, and 
Ficama's thraldome,awaked Hatred and Anger (the ready 
Officers of Reyenge)to hatten his death: but in the eye of his 
miider conſideration, knowing him to be hisLord, and Vjewya's 
fatherzhis relenting heart checked his repining humor,and blew 
the coals of his hetter defire,to ſeek,and to etfeft his ſpeedy dee 
Iiverance. | 

To compaſle which he ſceming (ſeemed of purpole)to take 
pleaſure in him,and underftanding of his Countries cuftomes, 
commodityes, and gyycrament. And therefore he requeſt- 
ed the Sedan for the continuance of his contentment , and 
for. his furcher knowledge of forraign aftzics , to admir-, 
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and tollerate his thirher repair,that he might hereafter (if cauſe 
ſs required) reduce his learning to practice; which the So/dar 
granimg.gave in charge for his free acccfie, and fo they depar- 
ted; the one glad in that he had, or could gratifie ſo worthy a 
friend: the other proud.in that he had laid a foundation yyheres 
on to build. 

The two next dayes Sir ap ſpent in covertly reveaiing,wher- 
in his cxpertnefle,and carriage.did bo:h win relpeR, and gave 
delight, The third followipg day, he with his Interprecour 
went to parley with the Do/phin, who delpairing of lite, they 
found expcCting death.Bur after they had greeted, and regree- 
tcd cach other,with kind ſalutes, $:yap told him by his Inter- 
pretcr,that as a man he bewailed his torrunc;and as he yas a 
Prince,he lamented his fal). 

Yet diſmay not noble Lord, ſaid he,fince all corporall da« 
mages, that happen to morta/l men, are cither by means reme- 
died, by reaſon ſuftered, by time curcd,or by death ended, Ma- 
I:cious and. vielent florms may for the time cleayetae bark 
Fom the tree,and.rent the branches of hu body; yet for all the 
furious: blaſts of wrathfull winds , it cannot be plucktup by 
the root, If therebea power aboye the capacity of men 
then may there-come comfort, contrary to the conceit of men. 
ExpeRation in a weak mind, makes an evil ereater,and 1 Tood 
Inffe: but the reſolved mind digeſts an evill cing come, and 
makas. a future- good precent before it coma 5 Then ex- 
peſt the beſt, ſince yon know the worſt at the worſt, wiil 
havean end, | 

The Dolphin concciting the civill demeauour.,, the Phi- 
loſophicall diſcourſe , and rhe picus mind of the ſuppoſed 
znpiousand barbarous Moor , honoured his mild inclina- 
non , wondered &t his regular. admonitions , ond thanked 
him for his human comforts and tender regard, My mind, 
mindfull(faid n__—_ Fortunes ficklenefle, affets(I know 
not how , nor wherefore) your deliverance : what then 
will the Do/phin give, if I afte&t theſame? The Dolphin, 
whoſe ſmalleft fayles of hope, the leaft winds did blow, 
efered thechird part of his Principallity , hen he ſhould 
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cometo Yiennois, Promiles,faid Sirep,ofadvancement,are 0 
aflurances of enrichment, and he hath a wit too ſhort of diſ- 
cretion,that will loſe certain fayours,for uncertain fortunes.. 

Notwithſtanding, if you will but fwear unto me by.that 
ſame God, which yeu ſerye and adore, to grant me one requett, 
that I ſhall make when I cometo Viemness, 1 will indayger 
wy life to free your life from danger; and leave, and lole my 
honcurs in Babyles, and Greece, to ſeal and ſcat my felt with 

ouin Frazce ; more you cannot defire,, lefle ( my Country» 
Gods ayding me)I will notaccompliſh, 

The Dolphir, whoſe flattering hope, fuddainly gave hima 
preſent aſſay offuture happineſſe,though at the firlt hewas ve» 
ry credulons in entertaining ſuch favourable conjectures, yer 
hardly could he ground any firm belief, ſince knowing him to 
be bur a Strarger,he thought that ſuch deep wounds could not 
bz ſearched with ſuch ſhallow Inſtruments, 

But at thelaft, referring all things to God, ard to the Will 
and Wiſdom ot the ſuppoſed Moor, he wholly embraced his 
kind offer, and atichored all his hopes, irrhis provident indu- 
ſry; unto whom, preferring life before livelyhood, he devourly 
ſware by his Fathers God,the onely one true God,and God of 
all Gods,in whom he chiefly, and only truſted; that whatſoes 
ver he would demand, ſhould be frecly,abfolutely,and willing- 
ly given him, In further conſideration whereof, be oave him a 
rich Diamend and his Interpretcur a hundred French crowns; 
which for his uſe,if need required, he had cloſely hid betw xt the 
tyning of the coller of his deublet, Sirap holding himſelf ſa» 
tisfied, taid, it ſufficed, : 

Only he required his continual prayers fer his better ſuceeſs; 
and fo left him, to feaft his hopeſull heart with the expeRation 
of deſired ſucceſs, The next day, Sirap taking occaſion to 
walk to Euphrates, that famous River that runs by Babyley, 
thexe to view the varicty of ftrange and ſeyerall imall { ps, 
he caſually mer , and ſecretly compornded with an avya« 

rous Pylot , Whoſe cormwption being gilded oyer with gold, 
he was to- brivg him down = River through the Perſian. 
| 9.3. 
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eto the next Port town upon the Africk ſhore : the fifth 
following night he appointed to come aboard, attended onely 
with two men, and therefore gave him in charge,not onely to 
be moft {ecrer therein, bur allo that he ſhould make full provi- 


fion of all requifites, 

This done, he preſently gave forth.that he would ſhortly 
depart, and return to Confartineple : and the better to ac- 
compliſh his deſire withont miſdeem : he determined ( under 
colour of preparationg and firly furniſhing himlelt) to lye 
ſome few daycs inthe City, before he would embarque him- 
{elf. 

All which he preſently imparted-to the So/d«u,and humbly 
with prodieall thanks took his leave, ſaying,that his period of 
euime, pleided now his promiled return, which in no wile he 
would violate with the high Commander of his thoughts, the 
oreat and Emperiall Turk, unto whom he owedall obliged 
love,and moft reverend reſpe&t, And therefore, if 1o it pleated 
his Majefty to conmand his ready ſervice in ought, he would 
willingly. attend his pleaſure,and by his Graces imployments, 
hold himſelf more then graced. 

The Soldan lecing he would depart, preſented him with 
many tich gifts of Royall eſtimate, holding himſelf no little 
bounden to his Gods, 1n that they had intereſted him in {o no- 
ble & meritorious a friend,lo blinded was he with S:raps civill 
demeanour,and ſodusked withSolimans powerful commends, 
that he could not with Palamedes, pry into the profundity of 
Viyſſes; and therefore requeſting him to takein worth thoſe 
ſmall remembrances of his faſt ſealed love, he friendly bad him 

farewell and fo left him, A 

Strap whoſe thoughts travelled now in queſt after the Dol- 
phins deliverance,got himſclf into-the City, where he cham- 
bered himielf in a Merchants houſe of great and good regard, 
where being once lefr and ſeated, he began to call his wits to 
account, how beft he might beft deceive the Do/phens Kee- 
per. 

For providence preventeth misfortunes, and gives life to our 

fare aStions; An therefore he yas neither acleſly,or over 
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timer ouſly fuſpitious. of that, which might Gnifterly and ſude 
denly lucceed; but jealows,and heedfull in the hazard,teaR any 
over- fight might croffe his endeayours, and ſo leave his Lord 
helpleſs,and himſclt hapieis, But after hehad firercht and ten- 
tred his wit,and fer al poflibilicies on the rack of his invention; 
at Icogri his defire carrying him beyond all doubt of danger; 
he armed his determination with fteeled reſolution, and ſetirg 
his chance on the cice,he thus attempted, andaſsaycd his for- 
rune, : 

The day before his departure , he went unto the Caſile, 
where gently greeting the Keeper, he told him that he was 
to return to Corftaxtinople, and therefore finding himſelf ens - 
gaged ro him: for his willing paines , and already ſherwe 
cd kindnelſses, he was come of purpoſe in perſon to invite 
him , and all bis followers(unto whom he had been trouble. 
ſome ) rofip with him that night , that he thereby might 
ackuowledge his thankfulnets, and they have cauſe to rce 
membec his loye,and his perſon : And beeaule (he faid) my 
Chamber is no receit,and that I am unwilling to be - trouble- 
ſme, or offenſive tothe Maſtcr of the houle , let me enrreat 
the ule of the Cattle, and fo make you my Hoſt,and Guelt at 
ONCE, 

The Keeper blinded with his former bounty, ſecured by the 
Soldax, and now drawne on, by the pleaſing ſhew of kind 
courteke; knowing him whom yet heneyer knew)ts be of a 
vertuous diſpole,of great cſtymate,and highly fayoured of the 
King;did freely,and gratefully offer himlelf,his ſervice, and the - 
Caftle'at his command. The greaqunknown diſtance, betwixt 
the Dolphixs and the Aſoors country climes , with their ad- 
miration of each other,and the diftcrence of their tongues could 
not make the guP'd Keeper ſulpitious, nor can cauſe hun once to | 
dream of deceittull guile, 

This illufion gave Sir ap hope of happy ſucceſs, and therefore 
manifeſting his thankfulneſs witharich Iewell,that heſgiving) 
required that he would wear tt for his fake, heleft him,and pro- 
digally provided, what cither hes purſe could procure, os the 
was wouldafiped; hereto gore further args (0 his ane 
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eendents, that theTable ſhould be ftill and eyer fully furnifhed 
with many repleat cups of Greekiſh Wine.For ( 1aid he ) che 
colt is ill ſpared; that is ſpared forcoſt ; andthe beauty of the 
banquetis there ecclips'd, where [np:ter raines not down full 
fhowres of NeRar. x 

Ashimtelf, he had carefully and ſecretly before provided 
fleeping Poppy , heavy Darnell, and the mortifiing juyce of 


life. bereaving Mandrake; with other powerfull powders, a - 


ſmall quanticy whereof rahen in drink would make the recci- 
ver fall into a molt ſudden and deadly ſleep. This did he 
ſo ſecretly,and ſo frankly beſtow amoneft allthe flaggen pots 
but one(which Boxfoy had in truſty charge relerved by mark, 
for himſelf and his Lord)that eyery one had in fulmeafure his 
dormative full waight. | 

Theſe poyloned pots he cloſely kept for rhe middle of the 
banquet;and ſupper being ſerved in, Sirep ſeated eyery one in 
their due places,to the contentment of each one; & then he be- 

f1 to feaſt, and chear his gladlome gueſts,and like a pleafant 
Idolift,merrily cheered his ſealed friends, But iu the end (they 
having noend in drinking)he ſeeing them ſo deyoutly facrifi- 
cing to Baechns,he to honor their Religion, added then more 
fatall fewell to their drunken fire. 

Their oyerdrawn cups were ſtill repleniſhed with the pow- 
dered Wines,and cyer he plyed them with cups, till their cups 
had over-plyed them:Thar drunk in their drowſie deyotion, 
they falling intoa leaden lumber, began to ſleep out all living 
confideration. 

Now $6-ap ſecing his hope hetioured with ſome peffeCtion 
thought it fitto do homage to opportunity;fot in deferring of 
rime,many times,it is both the lofſe of life,and occafion: And 
therefore adding execution to time, he inftantly went to make 
all ſuch as werean the Caſtle ſure; which done, he came back, 
and taking the keyes from the Keeper, ( whom with thereſt of 
marks. anna  wewill leaye where they filent Jay ) he 


- ws wert down to the' Dolphins lodging , where they 
him preftrare on the ground , moylicning the earth, 
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his prayers for the ſuppoled Moers good luccefle ; but before 
he could makean erid of kis prayers, Sirap came to ent his 
prayers, and Pargatory atonce ;- and releaſing him from his 
oppreſling Irons, brought hun up to view Afcrpherss Come- 
dy,which that dull God (with his ayd)had made,and prepared 
for his pleaſure. 


Thus when our ſins arerip: and God ts Juftice bert, 
He turns onr greatef} pleaſures to or juſt puniſhment. 


Now Time ſtruck his lock before, and it fitted not to argue 
what was done;or what wasto be done, lealt they themſelves 
might be undone ; bur giving praiſe to God in their ſeverall 
fhewed kinds,thzy preſently buckled up their ſpirits, with their 
leas,like Bees, that having fuckt the juyce of forraign Gardens, 
make wing to their own hives , that they may make merry 


with the fraught of their adyentures, So did they laft to the 


hack. gateof the Caſtle, which they prizing open, went to the 
Rivers fide, where the hired Pyzot courteoufly attended their 
comming : In atmall veflell they imbarqued themiclves, and 
tayled tothe Perfian Gulfe, and fo 2 long to the Africk, 
| Sea: Upontheentry whereof, there croſt them a great Pyrate 
of Arabja,whole unckeckt fortunes,end uncontrouled firength 
{till crown'd his hardeft attempts with victory. 

But his pride was now like a vapour, that aſcending high; 
ſoon turneth into ſmoak. For he-no ſooner ſaw their ſmall Fris 
got, but counting it his purchafe,he haftily made towards them, 
and looking for-no refifiance,he grapled-with ther, and com + 
manded them to yeeld. | : 

But Sir ap. being unwilling-to looſe the rich benefit of his 
high adventure, having no acquaintance with fear, and being c- 
ver accuſtomed to- conquer, drew forth his ſleeping Semirar, 


which his enraged fury whetted to ſharp, thar be clove the futt | 


oppeſer down to the back, andfent-the head of the next, as an 
Ambafladour, to plead for peace amongſt the monſters of 
the Sea. The Dolphix ſeeing. ſuch great chips cur our of

end to go beyond all hope in ſuccefſe: For tuddenly running 
the Pilot thorow with his ſward, he wounded the next to him 
fofore,thar he could not offend. The Do/phix ſecing the luc- 
cefle of his bold attempt, raiſed his falt courage to the height of 
noble reſohrion;and untheathing his quiet tward, that Sirap 
bad given him, he gave him tugh aflilianee, as bis weak abiliny 
could aftord. 


In the cnd,fear madethem valianc, and their valour feed 


| them from. foar. The aflaulzed Saylers (being weapon- 


lfle ) tell inthzir bloud ; and in their overthrowes, did the

p-in ſtood amazed puhen he faw theShip erwboſt with ſcatter- 
ed heads, divided arms,and diſtnembred legs; And itt his adiry- 
rayon fad, if he be but a man hewthi? If more theh 2 man,why 
ths? Such forceable blowes,ſhewes a power beyond all human 
powrr,and yet I ſee he is but a man,though he hath done much 
morethicen many - men. .

Bs ; Bonfoy of treedoth and preferment ; and Sirep his tich 
hopes promited. him now goldett forties : yet durſt” fre not 
_ unmask Hbimſelf , left he ſhould deprive Conceie of his 
new Chriftendome , and betizy Policy of his chidfelt pre- 
rence ; bur {till holding the borrowed habite and artificiall 
eolout of a black ' Afov# , he flillſpake unto the Dolphin 
by Bexfoz his Interpreter, by whom he diſcourſed of many 
things : andagain, and agard, and fill again, enquired of 
ſuch affaires., as rnoft neereſt did concern him 5; wherein 
ke took. double ">. m not ontly pamirs knowledge 
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the Do!phiz, that the Do/phin might thereby be the more de 
ceived, la this clouded communication we will leave them a 
while.to ſee what befell {al Fiaxce, whom we lcft detained 
in. the Tayerngignorant of his Lords lurprile, though not inno-

Tendayes did the Vintner keep him cloſe, til! expect.

And no looner was he come,and known to be i2 Yiemna,but

down by treaſon? In this combuſtion, lome tocd for the in. 
dubitate heir the Princcile Y;evna,whole liberty they proudly

Some for the maliciotis ano proud Dslphirgs whole Regen - 
cy many aftected;but all malecontents, repugnant, humoriſts, 
difordcred men decaied perſons, & lervile Peaſants (that thrive 
beſt in mutation of States,and hye by others falling, as fwine 
do by the dropping of Acorns)flocked about Monfear Mae 
/:gne, the reputed battard of che De/phiz, who ambmiouſly

eftects of civill broy1s,or ſome ſudden oyerure.leaving(becaute 
wanting}all time of further confideration: even in the aſSurance 
of his vertue.and firengrh of his zeal to his Country, he tudden+ 
ly went to the Marke:.place, where all men{norwithtianding 
their diſtemperatures)g1ve way to his merit, and in love to} + 
lowcd after hims 

So powerfull was he in popular aftcRion, which he percai 
vieg,ttayed ; and turning þ.imlelt towards them, with tears in 
his eyes.and his Hat in his hands,more like an iumble Supplt-

It is,I (ee, only her pride,that can ſuffer no equall;and Iſa- 
ligzes ambition,that can brook no Superiour:two Fire-brands 
that burnt up Rowes moſt glorious Menarchy.O let them both 
then fall.in their pride, thar feck to nnjuſtly to fly,®before they 
have wings ; and waſh not your eyes, and hands, like Exvy 
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in one anothers fall, In perſiſting to maintain evill, J{aligne 
doth condemn himleif; otherwite, he would not ſeek to ob- 
eain that with bloud ahd ſhame, which he can neither get, nor 
keep,without ſinneand death. In all the Scriptares,there was 
bur one ſole Baſtard (only gms) that did come to any

This remarkable aQ.gave not only freſh hope, but new life 
to Eſperaxce,who wordred not ſo much at who he was, as ar 
what he did, and yet he thought he muſt be more then a man, 
that did more then a man could doe, But the doubttull Dolphin 
fanding all this while aloof, joyfully beholding the heroicall

vered of their graciousLord was more then {uſficient,ro redeem 
a word of lives ; Andcheretore preſentirg Afal Fiazceunto 
him, .he praycd that they might both tce the Ds/ph'», ardrhe 
Delphin Knight,vhom next to the Delphiw, both he, and all 
the Vieznonrans.did.and would cycr honeur, as their tole and

Benfoy humbly thanked his honour, and requeſted him,thar 
he would be plealedto fee how he beltowed 3a?

\ hom he brougit urtorhe other two Pilgrims, that were wale 
k:nga litele atide from them, Bur when the Do/ph:z,had ditco« 
vered himielt unto him, Afal Fiarce fell down at his teer for 
Mercy. & rift no, threw up his Hat into the ayr,and cryed aloud, 
the Dolphin, the Dolphin , God faye my Lord the Dol- 
phim.

This unexpeRed.and moſt fortutate accident, made all the 
company 2t the hcaring thercof, to ſhowt for joy: And 
the good Yray Eſperance hattily Ighting from his Horie, 
fel! upon His knee, and kiſſing his hand layd; Long may my 
Lieze Lord the Deliphin live.
